DISTRIBUTION OF MEMBERS OF 
Low DENSITY BOARDS 


9. (1) A distribution of the members of a board determined to be a 
low density board under section 7 shall be made, in accordance with the 
rules set out in subsection (2), in respect of the geographic areas 
identified under rule 3 of that subsection. 


(2) The members of a low density board shall be distributed by 
applying the following rules in order, beginning with rule 1: 


1. Adjust the number of population member positions and the 
number of density member positions so that the population 
member positions form at least a simple majority of the member 
positions determined under section 7. 


2. Calculate the electoral quotient for the population member 
positions for each municipality and ward using the following 


formula: 
electorial quotient= axb 
where a = the population of the relevant electoral group 
that is resident in the municipality or ward, 
b = the total number of population member posi- 
tions for the board as adjusted under rule 1, 
c = the total population of the relevant electoral 


group. 


3. Identify geographic areas composed of 
i, One Or More municipalities, 
li. One or more wards in a municipality, or 
ili. any combination of municipalities and wards. 


4. Add a number to the sum of the electoral quotients for each 
geographic area such that the total of the numbers added equals 
the number of density member positions as adjusted under 
rule 1. 


5. The number of members for a geographic area in a low density 
board shall be, as nearly as practicable, the sum determined 
under rule 4. 


(3) The clerks shall carry out all the actions required by rules 1, 2 
and 5 of subsection (2). 


(4) The committee shall carry out all the actions required by rules 3 
and 4 of subsection (2), having regard to the following principles: 


1. Municipalities and wards with a low population of the relevant 
electoral group should receive reasonable representation.

(6) Any other clerk who is the clerk of a municipality that is divided 
into wards situated within the area of jurisdiction of the board may 
make recommendations to the committee in respect of the distribution 
of members to be made to wards in his or her municipality. 


10. A committee whose powers and duties have been exercised by 
the Commission or its representative under subsection 5 (5) shall adopt 
or vary the actions taken by the Commission or its representative in the 
exercise of those powers and duties before taking any actions on its own 
behalf under this Regulation. 


11. (1) On completion of the determination and distribution of 
members of the board, the clerks shall prepare a report consisting of, 


(a) the results of the determination and distribution; 


(b) a copy of any direction received under subsection 2 (7) or (8); 
and 


(c) a copy of the data and calculations by which the determination 
and the distribution were made, including a copy of any estimate 
received under subsection 2 (9). 


(2) The clerks shall provide a copy of the report to the committee. 


(3) The committee shall review the report and submit its comments 
in writing to the clerks within three days after receiving the report. 


(4) After considering the comments, the clerks shall confirm or 
vary their original determination or distribution. 


(5) The clerks shall confirm their original determination and 
distribution if no comments are received within the allotted time. 


(6) Within 28 days after the start date, the clerk of the municipality 
having the largest population of the relevant electoral group shall send 
the supervisory officer a copy of, 


(a) 
(b) 
(c) 


the final results of the determination and distribution; 
any direction received under subsection 2 (7) or (8); and 


the data and calculations by which the final determination and 
distribution were made, including a copy of any estimate 
received under subsection 2 (9). 


(7) On receipt of the material referred to in subsection (6), the 
supervisory officer shall send a copy of the material to the Minister, the 
secretary of each existing board whose members are elected by 
members of an electoral group that is part of the relevant electoral group 
and the clerks of all municipalities within the area of jurisdiction of the 
board. 


(8) The supervisory officer shall send the material referred to in 
subsection (7) no later than 30 days after the start date.

12. (1) A committee and a minority-language section, within the 
meaning of Part XIII of the Act, of an existing board may, in the name 
of their members, be a party to an appeal under this section. 


(2) Subject to subsection (3), the committee, a council of a munici- 
pality in the area of jurisdiction of a board and an existing board in 
respect of representation of members of the relevant electoral group on 
a board for territory without municipal organization in its area of juris- 
diction may appeal to the Commission the application of, 


(a) all of the rules in subsection 8 (5); 
(b) all of the rules in subsection 8 (6); or 
(c) rules J, 2 and 5 of subsection 9 (2). 


(3) An appeal on a distribution under subsection (2) may only be 
made if the distribution allots to a geographic area a number of 
members that is different from the sum of the applicable electoral 
quotients for the geographic area by an amount that is greater than 0.05 
times the total number of members. 


(4) A council of a municipality in the area of jurisdiction of a board, 
an existing board whose members are elected by members of an 
electoral group that is part of the relevant electoral group and a 
minority-language section, within the meaning of Part XIII of the Act, 
of such an existing board may appeal to the Commission the application 
of, 


(a) subsection 8 (2); or 
(b) rules 3 and 4 of subsection 9 (2). 


(5) An appellant under this section shall provide notice of the 
appeal to the supervisory officer. 


(6) On receipt of the notice of appeal, the supervisory officer shall 
send a copy of it to the clerk of each municipality in the area of 
jurisdiction of the board. 


(7) An appeal shall be commenced within 10 days after the receipt 
of the copies referred to in subsection 11 (7), failing which the board 
shall be deemed to be properly constituted despite any defect in the 
distribution of members. 


(8) The Commission shall dispose of the appeal within 14 days 
after the date on which it is commenced. 


(9) The Commission may confirm or vary the distribution that is 
the subject of the appeal. 


(10) The Commission’s decision on the appeal is final. 


(11) The Commission shall provide written notice of its decision to 
the supervisory officer who is responsible for providing a copy of the 
notice to the clerks of each municipality within the area of jurisdiction 
of the board and to the secretary of each existing board referred to in 
subsection 11 (3) of the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


NOMINATIONS OF CANDIDATES FOR BOARD ELECTIONS 


13. (1) If a geographic area is composed of all or part of two or 
more municipalities, the nominations shall be submitted to the clerk of 
the municipality having the largest population of the relevant electoral 
group resident in the geographic area. 


(2) The clerk who conducts the nominations shall send, by 
registered mail within 48 hours after the closing of nominations, to the 
clerk of each municipality that is included in the geographic area, the 
names of the candidates who have qualified.

14. (i) The secretary of an existing board who receives extracts of 
the preliminary list of electors based on school support shall, on 
request, provide a copy of the extracts to any candidate for office on a 
board for which members of an electoral group of the existing board 
may vote. 


(2) The Commission may exercise the powers of a board for 
purposes of clause 57 (1) (b) of the Municipal Elections Act, 1996 if, 
within 20 days after the clerk’s declaration of the results of the election, 
the committee for the board requires that a recount under that clause be 
held. 


TERRITORY WITHOUT MUNICIPAL ORGANIZATION 


15. (1) Each part of territory without municipal organization that 
is within the area of jurisdiction of an English-language public district 
school board and, under the Act, is deemed to be a district municipality 
for purposes of elections to a divisional board, is deemed to be a district 
municipality for purposes of the election of members to the 
English-language public district school board. 


(2) Each part of territory without municipal organization that is 
within the area of jurisdiction of an English-language separate district 
school board and, under the Act, is deemed to be a district municipality 
for purposes of elections to a county or district combined separate 
school board, is deemed to be a district municipality for purposes of the 
election of members to the English-language separate district school 
board. 


(3) Each part of territory without municipal organization that is 
within the area of jurisdiction of a French-language public district 
school board and, under the Act, is deemed to be a district municipality 
for purposes of elections to a divisional board, is deemed to be a district 
municipality for purposes of the election of members to the 
French-language public district school board. 


(4) Each part of territory without municipal organization that is 
within the area of jurisdiction of a French-language separate district 
school board and, under the Act, is deemed to be a district municipality 
for purposes of elections to a county or district combined separate 
school board, is deemed to be a district municipality for purposes of the 
election of members to the French-language separate district school 
board. 


(S) Each part of territory without municipal organization that is 
within the area of jurisdiction of an English-language public district 
school board and that, by a regulation made under the Act, is attached 
to a district municipality for purposes of elections to a divisional board, 
is deemed to be attached to the same district municipality for purposes 
of the election of members to the English-language public district 
school board. 


(6) Bach part of territory without municipal organization which is 
within the area of jurisdiction of a French-language public district 
school board and that, by a regulation made under the Act, is attached 
to a district municipality for purposes of elections to a divisional board,

16. (1) A by-law of a municipality made under the authority of 
subsection 230 (25) of the Act does not apply to the election. 


(2) A by-law of a municipality or a local board under section 220.1 
of the Municipal Act does not apply to a board or an existing board in 
respect of any service, activity, cost or use of property relating to the 
election of members of boards in the election. 


17. A clerk of a municipality may delegate any of his or her powers 
and duties under this Regulation to election officials of another munici- 
pality, including territory without municipal organization deemed to be 
a district municipality under section 15.

WHEREAS subsection 25.2(2) of the Municipal Act authorizes 
a municipality to make a restructuring proposal to restructure 
municipalities; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the require- 
ments of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2(4) of the Munic- 
ipal Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as 
follows: 


1. Definitions - In this Order, 


“former municipalities” means the Corporation of the Township of 
Culross and the Corporation of the Village of Teeswater as they 
existed on December 31, 1997; and 


“new Township” means the Corporation of the Township of Tees- 
water-Culross created as a result of the amalgamation under section 2. 


2. Amalgamation - (1) On January 1, 1998, The Corporation of 
the Township of Culross and The Corporation of the Village of 
Teeswater are amalgamated as a township under the name of “The 
Corporation of the Township of Teeswater-Culross” within the County 
of Bruce. 


(2) The terms of office of the members of the council of the 
former municipalities and their local boards are extended until 
December 31, 1997. 


3. Representation - (1) Composition of council - The council 
of the new Township shall be composed of five (5) members, a Reeve, 
a Deputy-Reeve and three (3) members of council.

(c) By-laws that were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or 
the Municipal Act that regulate the use of highways by 
vehicles and pedestrians and that regulate the encroachment 
or projection of buildings or any portion thereof upon or 
over highways. 


(3) Nothing in this section repeals or authorizes the amendment 
or repeal of by-laws or resolutions of the former municipalities that 
could not have been lawfully amended or repealed by the former 
municipalities and such by-laws and resolutions shall remain in force 
as by-laws and resolutions of the new Township. 


(4) An official plan of a former municipality approved under the 
Planning Act, or a predecessor of that Act, becomes an official plan of 
the new Township and shall remain in force in the area of the former 
municipality until amended or repealed.

1. In this Order, 


“former municipalities” means The Corporation of the Township of 
Collingwood and The Corporation of the Town of Thornbury as they 
existed prior to January |, 1998; and 


“new Town” means The Corporation of the Town of Thornbury- 
Collingwood created as a result of the amalgamation under subsection 
2(1). 


2. (1) On January 1, 1998, the Township of Collingwood and 
The Town of Thornbury are amalgamated as a town under the name 
“The Corporation of the Town of Thornbury-Collingwood”. 


(2) The terms of office of the members of the councils of the 
former municipalities are extended until December 31, 1997. 


(3) The terms of office of the members of the local boards and 
committees of the former municipalities are extended until December 
SI 1997: 


(4) The terms of office of the members of the hydro electric 
commission for the Town of Thornbury are extended until December 
31, 1997. 


3. (1) The council of the Town of Thornbury-Collingwood shall 
consist of seven members elected by general vote consisting of, 


(a) the head of council, to be known as the mayor; 
(b) a deputy head of council, to be known as the deputy mayor; 


(c) one member to be known as the “town/county councillor”; 
and 


(d) four other members. 
(2) Each member of council shall have one vote. 


4. (1) The deputy mayor and the town/county councillor of the 
Town of Thornbury-Collingwood shall sit as members of the County 
of Grey council. 


(2) Despite subsection 2(3), the deputy mayor and the town/ 
county councillor of the new Town shall assume office at County of 
Grey council on December 1, 1997, as if the new Town was already 
established.

(2) For the purpose of subsection (1), the clerk of the former 
Township of Collingwood shall be responsible for conducting the 
election pursuant to the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


(3) For the purpose of subsection (1), the council of the former 
Township of Collingwood shall be the council for the purposes of the 
Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


6. (1) Every by-law and resolution of the former municipalities 
shall be continued and deemed to be a by-law or resolution of the new 
Town and shall remain in force in the area of the former municipality 
until they are amended or repealed by the council of the new Town. 
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(2) Any by-law of a former municipality passed under section 34 
of the Planning Act or a predecessor of that section and any official

(2) A new police services board for the new municipality to be 
known as the “The Police Services Board of the Town of Thornbury- 
Collingwood” is established on January 1, 1998. 


(3) The operation and composition of the police services board 
established under subsection (2) shall be in accordance with the Police 
Services Act. 


(4) On January 1, 1998, the police services board established 
under subsection (2) stands in the place of the police services board 
dissolved under subsection (1). 


(5) The new Town stands in the place of the former municipali- 
ties for all purposes related to policing. 


(6) The assets and liabilities under the control and management 
of the police services board dissolved under subsection (1) become 
assets and liabilities under the control and management of the police 
services board established under subsection (2). 


(7) On January 1, 1998, all by-laws and resolutions of the police 
services board dissolved under subsection (1) shall be deemed to be 
by-laws or resolutions of the police services board established under 
subsection (2) and shall remain in force in the area of the former 
municipality until they are amended or repealed. 


(8) Nothing in this section repeals or authorizes the repeal of by- 
laws or resolutions conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immuni- 
ties or exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by a 
police services board dissolved under subsection (1).

10. (1) All taxes, charges and rates levied under any general or 
special Act and uncollected in the former municipalities which are 
due and unpaid on December 31, 1997, shall be deemed to be 
taxes, charges and rates due and payable to the Town of Thornbury- 
Collingwood and may be collected by the new Town. 


(2) If a former municipality has commenced procedures under 
the Municipal Tax Sales Act and the procedures are not completed by 
January |, 1998, the new Town may continue the procedures. 


11. (1) Where a dispute arises with respect to the interpretation 
of this Order on or before December 31, 2000, the matter in dispute 
may be referred to mediation for resolution. 


(2) The mediator shall be selected through the mutual agreement 
of the former municipalities and the costs associated with the media- 
tion shall be shared equally between the new Town and any other party 
to the mediation. 


(3) If the dispute is not resolved through mediation, the dispute 
may be referred to arbitration in accordance with the provisions of the 
Arbitration Act, 1991.

WHEREAS subsection 25.2 (2) of the Municipal Act authorizes | 
a municipality or local body in a locality to make a restructuring | 
proposal to restructure municipalities; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the require- 
ments of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


AND WHEREAS The Corporation of the Township of North | 
West Lanark and The Corporation of the Township of Darling have 
each passed council resolutions supporting a restructuring proposal for 
amalgamation into the new Corporation of the Township of North | 
West Lanark; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2 (4) of the Munic- | 
ipal Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as | 
follows: | 


1. Restructuring - On July 1, 1997 The Corporation of the | 
Township of North West Lanark and The Corporation of the Township | 
of Darling are amalgamated as a township under the name of The | 
Corporation of the Township of North West Lanark (hereinafter, the | 
“new Township”) within the County of Lanark. 


2. Procedure to Change the Name of the New Township - (1) | 
Once a new name has been chosen for the new Township, as described | 
in subsection (2), the name of the new Township as set out in this | 
Order may be changed upon a request (resolution) from the interim | 
council to the Minister in 1997. 
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(2) After public consultation through a publicized request for the 
submission of proposed names for the new Township and the holding 
of a public meeting to discuss and receive public opinion on these 
names, the final name of the new Township shall be chosen by the 
interim council. 


3. Municipal Election - A regular municipal election will be 
held in November, 1997 in accordance with the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996. 


4. Interim Council - (1) Effective Date - The effective date for 
the interim council of the new Township is July 1, 1997. 


(2) Term for Interim Council - The interim council shall hold 
office from July 1, 1997 to and including November 30, 1997. 


(3) Composition of Interim Council - The interim council shall 
be composed of all twenty-one (21) former elected members of the 
former municipalities, as they existed on June 30, 1997. 


(4) Number of Votes - Each member of the interim council shall 
have one vote. 


(5) Head of Interim Council - The new head of council for the 
interim council shall be appointed by the interim council from among 
those members of the interim council who are the former heads of

(2) Election of Council Members - The head of council, the 
Reeve, and the Deputy Reeve shall be elected at large, and the seven 
members of council shall be elected by ward, on the following basis: 


(a) One member of council shall be elected per ward for Wards 
#1 through #5 inclusive; and 


(b) Two members of council shall be elected from Ward #6. 


(3) Number of Votes on Council - Each member of council 
shall have one vote. 


(4) County Council Representatives - The head of council, the 
Reeve, and the Deputy Reeve shall sit on county council. 


(5) County Council Alternates - The council of the new Town- 
ship may appoint alternates to represent the municipality on county 
council if either the reeve or deputy reeve or both are absent. 


6. Wards - (1) The new Township shall be divided into six 
wards as of July 1, 1997. 


(2) The six wards of the new Township are comprised as 
follows: 


(a) Wards #1 through #5 inclusive of the former Corporation of 
the Township of North West Lanark shall continue as Wards 
#1 through #5 inclusive of the new Township and the 
boundaries of these wards shall remain the same; and 


(b) Ward #6 is composed of the entire area of the former Town- 
ship of Darling. 


7. Requirements on New Council - (1) The new council of the 
new Township shall review the ward and poll boundaries of the new 
Township within its first term of office to determine if any changes in 
these boundaries are necessary. 


(2) The interim council and the new council shall continue the 
existing fire agreements between the former municipalities and other 
municipalities which are not participating in the restructuring, which 
include the following: the Township of Bathurst Fire Protection 
Agreement and the Township of Drummond Fire Protection 
Agreement. 


(3) The new council of the new Township shall review the recre- 
ation services of the new Township within the first year of its first 
term of office. 


(4) The new council of the new Township shall review the road 
services and the maintenance responsibilities for low volume Upper 
Tier roads in the geographic area of the new Township within the first 
year of its first term of office. 


8. Local Boards - (1) Public Utility Commission - As of July 
1, 1997, The Public Utility Commission of The Corporation of North 
West Lanark shall become the public utility commission of the new 
Township and shall be called the Public Utility Commission of The 
Corporation of the Township of North West Lanark. 


(2) From July 1, 1997 up to and including November 30, 1997, 
the new commission shall be composed of the former commissioners 
of the Public Utility Commission of the Corporation of the Township 
of North West Lanark and the head of the interim council of the new 
Township. 


(3) As of December |, 1997, the Public Utility Commission of 
The Corporation of the Township of North West Lanark shall be 
composed of the newly elected Reeve and two commissioners elected 
in accordance with the Municipal Elections Act, 1996, who reside in 
the area serviced by the Commission. 


(4) The Public Utility Commission of the new Township shall 
continue to provide hydro service to the ratepayers of the geographic 
area of the former Village of Lanark, as it existed on May 14, 1997. 


9. Library Board - (1) As of July 1, 1997, The Corporation of 
the Township of North West Lanark Union Public Library Board shall 
become the library board of the new Township, and shall be known as 
The Corporation of the Township of North West Lanark Public 
Library Board. 


(2) The Board of the new Township shall be composed of 
members and operated in accordance with the Public Libraries Act. 


10. The Lanark and District Community Centre Committee - 
The Lanark and District Community Centre Committee shall be 
continued. 


11. Financial Issues - Taxes - (1) Any unpaid realty and busi- 
ness taxes, charges or rates levied by the former municipalities under 
any legislation prior to amalgamation shall be payable to the new 
Township and may be collected in the same manner as if they had been 
imposed by the new Township. 


(2) Any increase in real property and business taxes for munic- 
ipal purposes due solely to the amalgamation as compared to that 
which would have been paid by the ratepayers of a former munici- 
pality if the amalgamation had not taken place, shall be phased-in 
from the effective date of restructuring such that the increase will be 
limited to 3% per year of the real property and business tax bill for 
municipal purposes in each year from 1998 to 2002 inclusive. 


(3) If the full increase in the amount of real property and busi- 
ness taxes for municipal purposes due solely to the amalgamation has 
not been fully implemented in 2002, as described in subsection (2), 
then any outstanding amount shall be added to the tax bill of the new 
Township in 2003. 
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12. Reserves and Reserve Funds - (1) The reserves and reserve 
funds of the former municipalities shall become the reserves and 
reserve funds of the new Township, and, other than as required for the 
purposes of the reserves to be created under subsection (2), shall be 
used by the new Township only for the benefit of the geographic areas 
of the respective former municipalities. 


(2) As of July 1, 1997, a reserve for working funds and a reserve 
for capital, equivalent to the sum of the reserves for working funds and 
reserves for capital respectively of the former municipalities as of 
June 30, 1997, shall be established for the new Township through 
contributions by each of the former municipalities on a pro-rata basis 
of taxable assessment. 


(3) A former municipality that cannot contribute to the reserve 
for working funds or to the reserve for capital of the new Township at 
the rate described in subsection (2) shall be subject to a special mill 
rate until such time as the required contribution amount from that 
former municipality has been reached. 


(4) The amount of reserve for working funds and reserve for 
capital for each of the former municipalities that exceeds the amounts 
described in subsection (2) shall be used by the new Township only 
for the benefit of the geographic area of the respective former 
municipality. 


(5) The surpluses and deficits of the former municipalities shall 
become the surpluses and deficits of the new Township. 


13. Continuation of By-laws and Resolutions - (1) All by-laws 
and resolutions of the former municipalities and their local boards 
shall become the by-laws and resolutions of the new Township and its 
local boards and shall remain in effect in the areas of the former 
municipalities for five years or until amended or repealed by the 
council or board of the new Township, whichever comes first. 


(2) All by-laws and resolutions of the former municipalities that 
could not be lawfully repealed before restructuring shall remain in 
force as by-laws and resolutions of the new Township. 


14. Continuation of Official Plans and Zoning By-laws - Any 
zoning by-law and any official plan or amendments thereto of the 
former municipalities approved under the Planning Act shall be 
deemed to be a zoning by-law and an official plan of the new Town- 
ship and shall remain in force until amended or repealed by the new 
Township under the Planning Act. 


15. Transitional Provisions - (1) Assets and Liabilities - All 
assets, liabilities, rights and obligations of the former municipalities 
and their local boards shall become the assets, liabilities, rights and 
obligations of the new Township and its local boards. 


(2) Employees - (a) The employees of the former municipalities 
and their local boards shall become the employees of the new Town- 
ship and its local boards. 


(b) The interim council shall establish a human resources transi- 
tion protocol providing for the placement of employees of the former 
municipalities and their local boards in available positions in the new 
Township and its local boards. There shall be no external hiring until 
all the employees of the former municipalities and their local boards 
have had an opportunity for placement in a position for which they are 
qualified within the new Township and its local boards. 


(3) Tax Sales in Process - Tax sales in process in the former 
municipalities and not completed by the effective date of the restruc- 
turing shall become the tax sales in process of the new Township. 


(4) Enactment or Amendment Procedures Commenced - If a 
former municipality had commenced, prior to July 1, 1997, procedures 
to enact or to amend a by-law under any Act, or to adopt an official 
plan or an amendment to an official plan under the Planning Act, the 
council of the new Township may continue the process. 


16. Municipal Services: Fire Departments - The separate fire 
departments of each of the former municipalities as they existed on 


June 30, 1997 may be continued within the new Township. The 
continuation of the existing fire departments includes the continuation 
of a fire chief for each of the fire departments. 


17. Dispute Resolution: Arbitration - A dispute arising out of 
the interpretation of this Order may be referred to arbitration to 
resolve the dispute in accordance with the Arbitration Act, 1991, with 
the responsibility for costs related to arbitration to be determined in 
accordance with the Act. 


18. Boundary Description - The boundary of the new Town- 
ship is the external boundaries of the former Corporation of the Town- 
ship of North West Lanark and the former Corporation of the 
Township of Darling.

ORDER MADE UNDER THE 
MUNICIPAL ACT 
R.S.O. 1990, c. M.45 


ORDER 


WHEREAS subsection 25.2 (2) of the Municipal Act authorizes 
a municipality or local body in a locality to make a restructuring 
proposal to restructure municipalities; 


AND WHEREAS The Corporation of the Township of Bruce 
and The Corporation of the Village of Tiverton have each passed 
council resolutions supporting a restructuring proposal for amalgam- 
ation into the new Corporation of the Township of Bruce; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the require- 
ments of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2 (4) of the Munic- 
ipal Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as 
follows: 


1. Restructuring - On January |, 1998, The Corporation of the 
Township of Bruce and The Corporation of the Village of Tiverton are 
amalgamated as a township under the name of The Corporation of the 
Township of Bruce (hereinafter, the “new Township”) within the 
County of Bruce. 


2. Municipal Election - (1) A regular municipal election will be 
held in November, 1997 as if the municipalities had already been 
restructured. 


(2) The Clerk responsible for conducting the November, 1997 
municipal election shall be the Clerk of The Corporation of the Town- 
ship of Bruce. 


(3) The Council of The Corporation of the Township of Bruce is 
deemed to be the council of the new Township for the purposes of the 
Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


3. Extension of Terms of Office - The terms of office of the 
council members of the councils of The Corporation of the Township 
of Bruce and The Corporation of the Village of Tiverton are extended 
to and including December 31, 1997. 


4. Representation, New Council: 
(1) Composition of Council - The council of the new Township 
shall be composed of five (5) members, the head of council, known as 


the Reeve, the Deputy Reeve, and three members of council. 


(2) Election of Council Members - The Reeve, Deputy Reeve 
and the three members of council shall be elected at large. 
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(3) Deputy Reeve - (a) The Deputy Reeve shall act in the place 
of the head of council when the head of council is absent through 
illness, absent from the municipality or the office is vacant. 


(b) The Deputy Reeve shall act as an alternate to represent the 
Township on county council if the head of council is absent or the 
office is vacant. 


(4) Number of Votes on Council - Each member of council 
shall have one vote. 


(5) County Council Representative - The Reeve of the new 
Township shall sit on county council and shall have the same number 
of combined votes as the former municipalities until such time as 
county council provides for an alternative composition or voting struc- 
ture under the Municipal Act. 


(6) Exception - Despite section 3 of this Order, the Reeve of the 
new Township shall assume office as a member of the council of the 
County of Bruce on December 1, 1997, as if the new Township was 
already established. 


5. Financial Issues: 


5.1 Taxes - (1) Any unpaid realty and business taxes, charges or 
rates levied by the former municipalities under any legislation prior to 
amalgamation shall be payable to the new Township and may be 
collected in the same manner as if they had been imposed by the new 
Township. 


5.2 Assessment Roll - For the purposes of the assessment roll to 
be prepared for the new Township under the Assessment Act for the 
1998 taxation year, the former municipalities shall be deemed to be 
one municipality. 


5.3 Reserves and Reserve Funds - (1) The reserves and reserve 
funds of the former municipalities shall become the reserves and 
reserve funds of the new Township. 


(2) The working funds of the former municipalities shall become 
the working funds of the new Township. 


(3) The surpluses and deficits of the former municipalities shall 
become the surpluses and deficits of the new Township. 


(4) All reserves and reserve funds dedicated for special purposes 
in the former municipalities shall become the special reserves and 
reserve funds of the new Township and shall be maintained and used 
only by the new Township for the benefit of the ratepayers of the 
respective geographic areas of the former municipalities. 


6. Continuation of By-laws and Resolutions - All by-laws and 
resolutions of the former municipalities shall become the by-laws and 
resolutions of the new Township and shall remain in force in the areas 
of the former municipalities until amended or repealed by the council 
of the new Township. 


7. Continuation of Official Plans and Zoning By-laws - Any 
zoning by-laws and any official plan or amendments thereto of the 
former municipalities approved under the Planning Act shall be 
deemed to be a zoning by-law and an official plan of the new Town- 
ship and shall remain in force until amended or repealed by the new 
Township under the Planning Act. 


8. Transitional Provisions: 


(1) Assets and Liabilities - All assets, liabilities, rights and obli- 
gations, including agreements, of the former municipalities shall 
become the assets, liabilities, rights and obligations, including agree- 
ments, of the new Township. 


(2) Tax Sales in Process - Tax sales in process in the former 
municipalities and not completed by the effective date of the restruc- 
turing shall become the tax sales in process of the new Township. 


(3) Employees - (a) The new Township shall offer employees of 
the former municipalities employed on December 31, 1997, employ- 
ment with the new Township. 


(b) Employees that held non-bargaining unit positions with a 
former municipality and will be employed by the new Township, in a 
non-bargaining unit position, will be credited with seniority at a rate of 
one hundred percent of the employee's length of service with the 
former municipality. 


9. Dispute Resolution: 


(1) Dispute Resolution: Mediation - A dispute arising out of 
the interpretation of this Order may be resolved through mediation: 


(a) each of the former municipalities may retain a mediator at 
their own expense. 


(b) the two mediators retained by each of the former mediators 
shall choose a third mediator, the costs of which shall be 
shared equally between the former municipalities. 


(c) each of the former municipalities shall instruct the media- 
tors to deal with the issue(s) to be resolved in a timely 
manner. 


(d) If the dispute is not resolved through mediation, any one of 
the former municipalities may refer the matter in dispute to 
arbitration as set out in subsection 9 (2). 


(2) Dispute Resolution: Arbitration - An issue arising out of 
the interpretation of this Order may be referred to arbitration to 
resolve the dispute in accordance with the Arbitration Act, 1991, with 
the responsibility for costs related to arbitration to be determined in 
accordance with the Act. 


10. Boundary Description - The boundary of the new Town- 
ship is the external boundaries of the former Corporation of the Town- 
ship of Bruce and the former Corporation of the Village of Tiverton.

TOWN OF AMHERSTBURG 
TOWNSHIP OF ANDERDON, TOWNSHIP OF MALDEN 


1. In this Order, 
“County” means The Corporation of the County of Essex; 
“former municipalities” means The Corporation of the Town of 
Amherstburg, The Corporation of the Township of Anderdon and The 
Corporation of the Township of Malden as they existed before January 


1, 1998; and 


“new Town” means The Corporation of the Town of Amherstburg as 
established under subsection 2(1). 


MUNICIPAL RESTRUCTURING 
2. (1) On January |, 1998, the Town of Amherstburg, the Town- 
ship of Anderdon and the Township of Malden are amalgamated as a 


town under the name “The Corporation of the Town of Amherstburg”. 


(2) The terms of office of the members of council of the former 
municipalities are extended until December 31, 1997. 


(3) The terms of office of the members of the local boards of the 
former municipalities are extended until December 31, 1997. 
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COUNCIL 


3. (1) The council of the new municipality shall consist of seven 
members elected by general vote consisting of, 


(a) ahead of council, to be known as the mayor; 


(b) a deputy head of council, to be known as the deputy mayor; 
and 


(c) five other members, to be known as councillors. 


(2) Each member of council shall have one vote on the new 
Town council. 


(3) The mayor and the deputy mayor of the Town of Amherst- 
burg shall sit as members of the County of Essex council and shall 
each have two votes on County council. 


(4) Despite subsection 2(2), the mayor and deputy mayor of the 
new Town shall assume office at County of Essex council at its inau- 
gural meeting in December, 1997, as if the new Town was already 
established. 


MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS 


4. (1) The 1997 regular municipal election shall be conducted as 
if the amalgamation under subsection 2(1) had already occurred and 
the public utilities commission established under subsection 1 4(2) was 
already established. 


(2) For the purpose of subsection (1), the clerk of the former 
Township of Anderdon shall be responsible for conducting the elec- 
tion under the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


(3) For the purpose of subsection (1), the council of the former 
Township of Anderdon shall be the council for the purposes of the 
Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


ASSETS AND LIABILITIES 


5. On January 1, 1998, all assets and liabilities, rights and obli- 
gations of the former municipalities and their local boards are vested 
in and become assets and liabilities, rights and obligations of the new 
Town and its local boards. 


6. (1) Employees of the former municipalities or their local 
boards as of December 31, 1997, shall become employees of the new 
Town or its local boards. 


(2) Employees that held non-bargaining unit positions with a 
former municipality or its local boards and will be employed by the 
new Town or its local boards, in a non-bargaining unit position, will be 
credited with seniority at a rate of one hundred percent of the 
employee’s length of service. 


(3) Employees that held non-bargaining unit positions with a 
former municipality or its local boards and will be employed by the 
new Town or its local boards, in a bargaining unit position, will be 
credited with seniority at a rate of one hundred percent of the 
employee’s length of service as if the position held with the former 
municipality or its local boards was a bargaining unit position with the 
new municipality. 


(4) A dispute concerning the application, in determining a right 
or obligation under a collective agreement, under this Order shall be 
resolved as though the dispute were a dispute concerning the interpre- 
tation, application or administration of the collective agreement. 


BY-LAWS AND RESOLUTIONS 


7. (1) On January 1, 1998, every by-law and resolution of the 
former municipalities and their local boards shall be continued and 
deemed to be a by-law or resolution of the new Town and shall remain 
in force in the area of the former municipalities until the earlier of, 


(a) the date it is amended or repealed; or 


(b) December 31, 2002. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), any by-law of a former municipality 
passed under section 34 of the Planning Act or a predecessor of that 
section, and any official plan of a former municipality approved under 
the Planning Act, or a predecessor of that Act, shall be deemed to be a 
by-law or official plan of the new Town and shall remain in force until 
amended or repealed. 


(3) If a former municipality has commenced procedures to enact 
a by-law under any Act or adopt an official plan or amendment to it 
under the Planning Act, and that by-law, official plan or amendment 
applies to a former municipality and is not in force on January |, 1998, 
the council of the new Town may continue the procedures to enact the 
by-law or adopt the official plan or amendment to the extent that it 
applies to the former municipality. 


(4) Despite subsection (1), a by-law of a former municipality 
passed under section 3 of the Development Charges Act pertaining to 
an area in a local municipality shall be deemed to be a by-law of the 
new Town and shall, despite sections 6 and 49 of that Act, remain in 
force until the earlier of, 


(i) the date it is repealed; or 


(ii) the date it expires by virtue of the Development Charges 
Act. 


(5) Nothing in this section repeals or authorizes the amendment 
or repeal of, 


(a) by-laws or resolutions of the former municipalities passed 
under section 45, 58 and 61 of the Drainage Act or a prede- 
cessor of those sections; 


(b) by-laws that were passed under the */ighway Traffic Act or 
the Municipal Act that regulate the use of highways by 
vehicles and pedestrians and that regulate the encroachment 
of projection of buildings or any portion thereof upon or 
over highways; or 


(c) by-laws conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immuni- 
ties or exemptions that could not have been lawfully 
repealed by the councils of the former municipalities. 


TAXES AND CHARGES 


8. (1) All taxes, charges and rates levied under any general or 
special Act and uncollected by the former municipalities or their local 
boards which are due and unpaid on December 31, 1997, shall be 
deemed to be taxes, charges and rates due and payable to the new 
Town and may be collected by the new Town or its local boards. 


(2) If a former municipality has commenced procedures under 
the Municipal Tax Sales Act and the procedures are not completed by 
January 1, 1998, the new Town may continue the procedures. 


TAX PHASE-IN 


9. (1) Any increase in the rates of taxation for municipal 
purposes for the new municipality that would occur solely as a result 
of this Order shall be phased in for the municipal portion of the real 
property tax bill for a period of three years. 


(2) Where there is a phase-in for any increase in the rates of 
taxation for municipal purposes for the new municipality as referred to 
in subsection (1), such increase shall be financed by a reduction in the 
decrease in the rates of taxation over an equivalent period that would 
occur solely as a result of this Order. 


RESERVE AND RESERVE FUNDS 


10. (1) The new Town of Amherstburg shall not change prior to 
December 31, 2002, the purpose for which any reserves and reserve 
funds designated for specific purposes were established by any of the 
former municipalities on or before the date this Order comes into 
effect. 
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(2) Reserves and reserve funds of the former municipalities shall 
become reserves and reserve funds of the new Town and shall be used 
for the purpose for which they were designated by the former munici- 
palities on or before December 31, 1997, for the benefit of the rate- 
payers of the area of the former municipalities. 


(3) On January 1, 1998, a working capital reserve of 
$975,000.00 dollars shall be established for the new Town, to be 
funded by each of the former municipalities in accordance with the 
percentage share of each former municipality equal to its percentage 
share of the combined taxable assessment of the former municipalities 
as delivered for the 1997 taxation year. 


(4) The working capital reserve of each of the former municipal- 
ities as of December 31, 1997, shall be increased by each munici- 
pality’s share of its working capital fund in accordance with the 
percentage share of each former municipality equal to its percentage 
share of the combined taxable assessment of the former municipalities 
as delivered for the 1997 taxation year. 


(5) The total amount of each of the former municipalities’ 
working capital reserve as of December 31, 1997, shall be increased or 
decreased, as the case may be, by the amount of any surplus or deficit, 
respectively, of that former municipality for the fiscal year ending 
December 31, 1997. 


(6) Where the amount by which the working capital reserve for 
each of the former municipalities exceeds its share of the amount to be 
funded under subsection (3), the new Town shall provide for a special 
mill rate adjustment upon the rateable property located in the area of 
the former municipality to refund the amount in excess. 


(7) If the amount contributed by a former municipality toward 
the working capital reserve of the new Town is less than that required 
in subsection (3), the new Town shall provide for a special mill rate 
adjustment upon the rateable property located in the area of the former 
municipality to pay the balance of the amount it is required to 
contribute under subsection (3). 


AREA RATING 


11. The new Town shall provide for a special mill rate adjust- 
ment upon the rateable property located in the area of the former 
municipalities to pay for any debts, deficits and surpluses created prior 
to January 1, 1998, by that former municipality excluding the debt 
related to the renovation of the Town of Amherstburg municipal 
administration building and the debt related to the restoration of the 
Gordon House. 


LOCAL BOARDS AND COMMITTEES 


12. (1) The council for the new Town shall be deemed to be a 
board of park management under the Public Parks Act and a recre- 
ation committee under the Ministry of Tourism and Recreation Act and 
a committee of management of a community recreation centre under 
the Community Recreation Centres Act and all such committees and 
boards of the former municipalities are dissolved on January 1, 1998. 


(2) On January 1, 1998, all committees of adjustment of the 
former municipalities are dissolved. 


POLICE SERVICES BOARD 


13. (1) The police services boards of the former Town of Amher- 
stburg and the former Township of Anderdon and the police services 
committee of the former Township of Malden are dissolved on 
December 31, 1997. 


(2) A new police services board for the new Town to be known 
as the “The Police Services Board of the Town of Amherstburg” is 
established on January |, 1998. 


(3) The operation and composition of the police services board 
established under subsection (2) shall be in accordance with the Police 
Services Act. 
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(4) On January 1, 1998, the police services board established 
under subsection (2) stands in the place of the police services boards 
and police services committee dissolved under subsection (1). 


(5) The new Town stands in the place of the former municipali- 
ties for all purposes related to policing. 


(6) The assets and liabilities under the control and management 
of the police services boards and police services committee dissolved 
under subsection (1) become assets and liabilities under the control 
and management of the police services board established under 
subsection (2). 


(7) On January |, 1998, all by-laws and resolutions of the police 
services boards and police services committee dissolved under subsec- 
tion (1) shall be deemed to be by-laws or resolutions of the police 
services board established under subsection (2) and shall remain in 
force in the area of the former municipality until the earlier of, 


(a) the date they are amended or repealed; or 
(b) December 31, 2002. 


(8) Nothing in this section repeals or authorizes the repeal of by- 
laws or resolutions conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immuni- 
ties or exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by a 
police services board or police services committee dissolved under 
subsection (1). 


PUBLIC UTILITIES COMMISSION 


14. (1) The public utilities commissions of the former Town of 
Amherstburg and the former Township of Malden and all committees 
of council of the former municipalities responsible for public utilities 
are dissolved on January 1, 1998. 


(2) On January |, 1998, a public utilities power commission is 
established for the new municipality bearing the name “The Hydro- 
Electric Commission for the Town of Amherstburg”. 


(3) The terms of office of the members of the public utilities 
commissions of the former Town of Amherstburg and the former 
Township of Malden are extended until December 31, 1997. 


(4) The commission established under subsection (2) shall be 
subject to the provisions of the Public Utilities Act and the Power 
Corporation Act. 


(5) The commission established under subsection (2) shall be 
composed of the head of council and two members of council, 
appointed by and from the council of the new Town. 


(6) On January 1, 1998, all assets and liabilities, rights and obli- 
gations of the former municipalities and of the public utilities commis- 
sions of the former municipalities dissolved under subsection (1) that 
relate to the distribution and supply of electrical power become assets 
and liabilities, rights and obligations of the commission established 
under subsection (2). 


(7) On January |, 1998, all assets and liabilities, rights and obli- 
gations of the former municipalities and of the public utilities commis- 
sions of the former municipalities dissolved under subsection (1) that 
relate to the production, treatment, distribution and supply of water 
become assets and liabilities, rights and obligations of the new Town. 


(8) On January |, 1998, every by-law and resolution of a former 
municipality and of a public utilities commission of a former munici- 
pality dissolved under subsection (1) that relates to the distribution 
and supply of electrical power shall be continued and deemed to be a 
by-law or resolution of the commission established under subsection 
(2) and shall remain in force until the earlier of, 


(a) the date it is amended or repealed; or 
(b) December 31, 2002. 
(9) On January 1, 1998, every by-law and resolution of a former 


municipality and of a public utilities commission of a former munici- 
pality dissolved under subsection (1) that relates to the production,

(10) Nothing in this section repeals or authorizes the repeal of

ties of the Town of Amherstburg, the Township of Anderdon and the 
Township of Malden;

(i) the procedures and placement of employees of the 
former municipalities or their local boards in positions 
with the new Town or its local boards, and 


(ii) the termination of employment for employees of the 
former municipalities and their local boards, including 
monetary entitlements or other benefits for displaced 
employees; 


(i) offer employees of the former municipalities employment 
with the new Town, as well as negotiate and enter into 
agreements with employees; 


(j) issue lay-off notices or provide for severance or compensa- 
tion in lieu of notice, or both notice and compensation, as 
required, to employees of the former municipalities; 


(k) negotiate with trade unions with respect to collective agree- 
ments and other matters and pursue applications to the 
Ontario Labour Relations Board, as required, on matters 
arising out of those negotiations;

(m) review and approve all financial expenditures of the former 
municipalities in excess of $10,000 that are not included in 
the approved municipal operating or capital budgets for 
1997, including non-cash transactions such as the exchange 


of assets with external parties; and 


(n) review and approve expenditures of the former municipali- 
ties from reserve and reserve funds, financial commitments 
which extend beyond December 31, 1997, and the accelera- 
tion of any project originally scheduled to commence after 
December 31, 1997. 


DISPUTE RESOLUTION 


17. Where a dispute arises with respect to any issue arising out 
of the interpretation of this Order, any one of the parties may, 


(a) refer the matter in dispute to arbitration in accordance with 
the provisions of the Arbitration Act, 1991; or 


(b) defer the matter to the council of the new Town, subsequent 
to January |, 1998, for resolution. 


LIMITATION ON FUTURE RESTRUCTURING 


18. The municipalities affected by this Order shall not make a 
restructuring proposal on or before December 31, 2002, under section 
25.2 of the Municipal Act for a restructuring that results in a reduction 
in the geographic area of the new Town of Amherstburg.

GRAIN ELEVATOR OPERATORS 


2. (1) An application for a licence or a renewal of a licence to carry 
on business as a grain elevator operator shall be made to the chief 
inspector on a form provided by the chief inspector. 


(2) A licence expires on the last day of the sixth month following the 
end of the applicant’s fiscal year that next follows the day of issuance 


or renewal. 


(3) An application for renewal of a licence must be made no later 
than 60 days before it expires. 


3. (1) A person who issues a weigh ticket under subsection 17 (1.1) 
of the Act shall record on the weigh ticket, 


(a) the name and business address of the grain elevator operator,

(2) A grain storage receipt shall include a statement to the effect

5. (1) If any portion of grain that is delivered for storage to a grain 
elevator operator is subsequently released from storage by the operator, 
the operator shall immediately record the details of the release on the 
grain storage receipt. 


(2) The grain elevator operator shall record the details of the release 
of any grain on the owner’s copy of the grain storage receipt upon the 
owner presenting the receipt. 


6. (1) If grain is sold as provided in subsection 18 (3) of the Act, the 
grain elevator operator shall ensure that the owner receives full 
payment, 

(a) for grain sold on a basis or delayed price contract, for the 

percentage of the market price payable under section 7, no later 


than 2 p.m. on the next trading day following the day of sale; and 


(b) if clause (a) does not apply, no later than 2 p.m. on the next 
trading day following the day of sale. 


(2) Payment made under subsection (1) shall be made, at the option 
of the owner, 


(a) by mailing by prepaid first-class mail; 
(b) personally at the grain elevator operator’s place of business; or 


(c) as may be agreed upon by the owner and the grain elevator 
operator. 
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(3) An owner who has not received payment in accordance with this 
section shall forthwith notify the chief inspector of the default in 
payment. 


7. The percentage amount prescribed for the purposes of subsection 
18 (4) of the Act is 75 per cent. 


8. In addition to any conditions set out in a licence, every licence 
issued to a grain elevator operator under subsection 5 (1) of the Act is 
subject to the following conditions: 


1. The licensee shall direct the insurer mentioned in section 20 of 
the Act to notify the chief inspector, in writing, forthwith of any 
lapse, termination or other alteration in a contract of insurance 
required by section 20 of the Act. 


2. The licensee complies with the regulations made under the Farm 
Products Payments Act when a payment is made from the Fund 
to a seller or storer of grain as a result of a default of the licensee. 


9. An agreement to sell farm produce shall provide that the grain 
elevator operator offers to purchase the grain at the operator’s bid price 
on the day the offer is accepted. 


10. (1) The term for a shortfall permit is 30 days or such lesser 
period as is set out in the permit. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), if a shortfall permit is issued for a period 
beginning between September 15 and December 5, the permitted period 
of shortfall may run until January 5 of the following year. 


11. (1) An applicant for a shortfall permit is entitled to the permit 
upon depositing with the chief inspector security in the amount of the 
market value of the grain permitted to be in shortfall. 


(2) The security is to be deposited for a period covering the term of 
the permit plus 90 days. 


(3) The chief inspector may release the deposit before the end of the 
period set out in subsection (2) if the shortfall is replaced. 


(4) If, during the term of the shortfall permit, the market value of the 
grain increases, the chief inspector may require the applicant to deposit 
additional security equal to the amount of the increase. 


PART II 
GRAIN DEALERS 


12. A person is exempt from subsection 3 (1) of the Act and this Part 
in respect of that person’s business as a dealer purchasing or accepting 
for sale any grain other than corn, canola or soybeans. 


13. (1) Anapplication for a licence or a renewal of a licence to carry 
on business as a dealer shall be made to the chief inspector on a form 
provided by the chief inspector. 


(2) A licence expires on the last day of the sixth month following the 
end of the applicant’s fiscal year that next follows the day of issuance 
or renewal. 


(3) An application for renewal of a licence must be made no later 
than 60 days before it expires. 


14. (1) Subject to subsection (2), every dealer shall furnish to the 
chief inspector proof of financial responsibility. 


(2) A dealer who is not able to provide sufficient evidence of the 
financial responsibility shall deposit with the chief inspector security 
calculated in accordance with guidelines established for that purpose. 
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(3) Security deposited under subsection (2) may be applied only to 
claims, 


(a) that are claims of, 
(i) a producer who sells grain to a dealer, or 


(ii) an owner who stores grain with a grain elevator operator; 
and 


(b) in respect of which payments were made under the Farm 
Products Payments Act. 


(4) If the chief inspector receives notice pursuant to the Farm 
Products Payments Act that a payment has been made to, 


(a) a producer who has sold grain to a dealer; or 
(b) an owner who has stored grain with a grain elevator operator, 


in respect of a dealer who has deposited security under subsection (2), 
the chief inspector may realize upon the security or such part of it as is 
necessary. 


(5) When a security has been realized upon under subsection (4), the 
chief inspector shall pay into the Fund the money obtained from the 
security or as much of it as is necessary to reimburse the Fund for the 
amount paid to a seller or to the person on whose behalf the grain was 
stored. 


(6) If a security has been realized upon under subsection (4), the 
dealer shall deposit with the chief inspector such additional security as 
is necessary to comply with the amount required under subsection (2). 

(7) On the deposit of an additional security by the dealer, the chief 
inspector shall pay to the dealer any money remaining after payment is 
made to the Fund. 


15. (1) A dealer who purchases grain under a basis or delayed price 
contract shall pay, 


(a) the percentage of the market price payable on account, 


(i) if the grain is stored under the Act, no later than 2 p.m. on the 
next trading day following the day of sale, and 


(ii) if the grain is not stored under the Act, within 10 trading 
days after the day the grain is delivered to the purchaser, and 


(b) the balance of the unpaid amount on the day the producer prices 
the grain to close out the contract. 


(2) A dealer who purchases grain in a situation where subsection (1) 
does not apply shall pay for it, 


(a) if the grain is stored under the Act, no later than 2 p.m. on the 
next trading day following the day of sale; and 


(b) if grain is not stored under the Act, within 10 trading days of the 
day the grain is delivered to the purchaser. 


(3) Payment made under subsection (1) or (2) shall be made, at the 
option of the seller, 


(a) by mailing by prepaid first-class mail; 
(b) personally at the dealer’s place of business; or 


(c) as may be agreed upon by the dealer and the grain elevator 
operator. 
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(4) A seller of grain who has not received payment in accordance 
with this section shall forthwith notify the chief inspector of the default 
in payment. 


16. Every dealer shall keep for at least two years a record of all grain 
purchased or sold by the dealer showing, 


(a) the names and addresses of the sellers or buyers of the grain; 
(b) the dates of the purchases or sales; 

(c) the purchase or sale price of the grain; and 

(d) a description of the grain. 


17. A licence to carry on business as a dealer is subject to the 
following conditions: 


1. The licensee complies with the regulations made under the Farm 
Products Payments Act when a payment is made from the Fund 
to a seller or storer of grain as a result of a default of the licensee. 


2. The licensee complies with the regulations under the Farm 
Products Payments Act respecting, 


i. the payment of fees to the Board constituted to administer 
the Fund, and 


ii. the collection of fees and forwarding them to that Board. 


18. In addition to the grounds mentioned in section 9 of the Act, the 
chief inspector may refuse to renew, suspend or revoke a licence to

(6) On January 1, 1998, The Corporation of the Township of 
Ennismore and The Corporation of the Township of Smith are amal- 
gamated as a township under the name of “The Corporation of the 
Township of Smith-Ennismore.” 


(7) For the purposes of this Order, the annexation on January |, 
1998 of the lands described in Schedule A from the Township of 
Smith by the City of Peterborough, as provided for in the Minister’s 
Order dated March 27, 1997, shall be deemed to have occurred prior 
to the amalgamation under subsection (6). 
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(8) On January |, 1998, The Corporation of the Township of 
Galway and Cavendish and The Corporation of the Township of 
Harvey are amalgamated as a township under the name of “The 
Corporation of the Township of Galway-Cavendish and Harvey.” 


(9) On January |, 1998, The Corporation of the Township of 
Otonabee and The Corporation of the Township of South Monaghan 
are amalgamated as a township under the name of “The Corporation 
of the Township of Otonabee-South Monaghan.” 


(10) For the purposes of this Order, the annexation on January |, 
1998 of the lands described in Schedule B from the Township of 
Otonabee by the City of Peterborough, as provided for in the 
Minister’s Order dated March 27, 1997, shall be deemed to have 
occurred prior to the amalgamation under subsection (9). 


3.0 TERMS OF OFFICE - The terms of office of the members 
of the councils of the former municipalities and the Village of 
Lakefield and their local boards are extended until December 31, 
1997. 


4.0 PROCEDURE TO CHANGE NAME - The names of the 
new Townships as set out in this Order may be changed in 1998 upon 
a request to the Minister made by the council of the new Township. 


5.0 REPRESENTATION - LOCAL COUNCILS 


5.1 Township of Asphodel-Norwood - (1) Composition of 
council - The council of the new Township of Asphodel-Norwood 
shall be composed of five (5) members, a head of council, to be known 
as Reeve, a Deputy Reeve and three (3) members of council. 


(2) Election of council members - The Reeve, Deputy Reeve 
and one other member of council shall be elected at large. Two 
members of council shall be elected by ward, with one member 
elected for the Asphodel Ward and one member elected for the 
Norwood Ward. 


(3) Number of votes on council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


5.2 Township of Havelock-Belmont-Methuen - (1) Composi- 
tion of council - The council of the new Township of Havelock- 
Belmont-Methuen shall be composed of five (5) members, a head of 
council, to be known as Reeve, a Deputy Reeve and three (3) members 
of council. 


(2) Election of council members - The Reeve, Deputy Reeve 
and one other member of council shall be elected at large. Two 
members of council shall be elected by ward, with one member 
elected for the Belmont-Methuen Ward and one member elected for 
the Havelock Ward. 


(3) Number of votes on council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


5.3 Township of Burleigh-Anstruther-Chandos - (1) Compo- 
sition of council - The council of the new Township of Burleigh- 
Anstruther-Chandos shall be composed of five (5) members, a head of 
council, to be known as Reeve, a Deputy Reeve and three (3) members 
of council. 


(2) Election of council members - The Reeve, Deputy Reeve 
and one other member of council shall be elected at large. Two 
members of council shall be elected by ward, with one member 
elected for the Burleigh-Anstruther Ward and one member elected for 
the Chandos Ward. 


(3) Number of votes on council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


5.4 Township of Douro-Dummer - (1) Composition of 
council - The council of the new Township of Douro-Dummer shall be 
composed of five (5) members, a head of council, to be known as 
Reeve, a Deputy Reeve and three (3) members of council. 


(2) Election of council members - The Reeve, Deputy Reeve 
and one other member of council shall be elected at large. Two 
members of council shall be elected by ward, with one member 
elected for the Douro Ward and one member elected for the Dummer 
Ward. 


(3) Number of votes on council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


5.5 Township of Smith-Ennismore - (1) Composition of 
council - The council of the new Township of Smith-Ennismore shall 
be composed of five (5S) members, a head of council, to be known as 
Reeve, a Deputy Reeve and three (3) members of council. 


(2) Election of council members - The Reeve, Deputy Reeve 
and one other member of council shall be elected at large. Two 
members of council shall be elected by ward, with one member 
elected for the Ennismore Ward and one member elected for the Smith 
Ward. 


(3) Number of votes on council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


5.6 Township of Galway-Cavendish and Harvey - (1) 
Composition of council - The council of the new Township of 
Galway-Cavendish and Harvey shall be composed of five (5) 
members, a head of council, to be known as Reeve, a Deputy Reeve 
and three (3) members of council. 


(2) Election of council members - The Reeve, Deputy Reeve 
and one other member of council shall be elected at large. Two 
members of council shall be elected by ward, with one member 
elected for the Galway-Cavendish Ward and one member elected for 
the Harvey Ward. 


(3) Number of votes on council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


5.7 Township of Otonabee-South Monaghan - (1) Composi- 
tion of council - The council of the new Township of Otonabee-South 
Monaghan shall be composed of five (5) members, a head of council, 
to be known as Reeve, a Deputy Reeve and three (3) members of 
council. 


(2) Election of council members - The Reeve, Deputy Reeve 
and one other member of council shall be elected at large. Two 
members of council shall be elected by ward, with one member 
elected for the Otonabee Ward and one member elected for the South 
Monaghan Ward. 


(3) Number of votes on council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


5.8 Township of Cavan-Millbrook-North Monaghan - (1) 
Composition of council - The council of the new Township of Cavan- 
Millbrook-North Monaghan shall be composed of seven (7) members, 
a head of council, to be known as Reeve, a Deputy Reeve and five (5) 
members of council. 


(2) Election of council members - The Reeve, Deputy Reeve 
and two members of council shall be elected at large. Three members 
of council shall be elected by ward, with one member elected for the 
Cavan Ward, one member elected for the Millbrook Ward and one 
member elected for the North Monaghan Ward. 


(3) Number of votes on council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


5.9 Village of Lakefield - (1) Composition of council - The 
council of the Village of Lakefield shall be composed of five (5) 
members, a head of council, to be known as Reeve, a Deputy Reeve 
and three (3) members of council. 


(2) Election of council members - All members of council shall 
be elected at large. 
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(3) Number of votes on council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


6.0 REPRESENTATION - COUNTY COUNCIL 


(1) Composition of council - On January |, 1998, the council of 
the County shall be composed of eighteen (18) members, consisting of 
the Reeves and Deputy Reeves of each of the lower tier municipalities 
within the County. 


(2) Election of Head of Council - A head of county council, to 
be know as the Warden, shall be elected on an annual basis by and 
from the members of the county council. 


(3) Number of votes on council - Each member of county 
council shall have one vote, except the Reeve of the Township of 
Smith-Ennismore and the Reeve of the Township of Galway- 
Cavendish and Harvey, who shall have two votes each. 


(4) Terms of Office - The terms of office of the members of the 
county council are extended until December 31, 1997. 


7.0 WARD BOUNDARIES 


(1) On January 1, 1998, the new Township of Asphodel- 
Norwood shall be divided into two wards, the Asphodel Ward, which 
shall be comprised of the area of the former Township of Asphodel, 
and the Norwood Ward, which shall be comprised of the area of the 
former Village of Norwood. 


(2) On January 1, 1998, the new Township of Havelock- 
Belmont-Methuen shall be divided into two wards, the Belmont- 
Methuen Ward, which shall be comprised of the area of the former 
Township of Belmont and Methuen, and the Havelock Ward, which 
shall be comprised of the area of the former Village of Havelock. 


(3) On January 1, 1998, the new Township of Burleigh- 
Anstruther-Chandos shall be divided into two wards, the Burleigh- 
Anstruther Ward, which shall be comprised of the area of the former 
Township of Burleigh and Anstruther, and the Chandos Ward, which 
shall be comprised of the area of the former Township of Chandos. 


(4) On January 1, 1998, the new Township of Douro/Dummer 
shall be divided into two wards, the Douro Ward, which shall be 
comprised of the area of the former Township of Douro, and the 
Dummer Ward, which shall be comprised of the area of the former 
Township of Dummer.

North Monaghan shall be divided into three wards, the Cavan Ward, 
which shall be comprised of the area of the former Township of 
Cavan, the Millbrook Ward, which shall be comprised of the area of 
the former Village of Millbrook, and the North Monaghan Ward, 
which shall be comprised of the area of the former Township of North 
Monaghan. 


8.0 MUNICIPAL ELECTION - The 1997 regular municipal 
elections in the former municipalities shall be conducted as if the 
amalgamations provided for in section 2 had already occurred. 


9.0 CONDUCT OF ELECTION 


9.1 Township of Asphodel-Norwood - (1) For the purposes of 
section 8, the clerk of the former Village of Norwood shall be respon- 
sible for conducting the election in the former Village of Norwood and 
the former Township of Asphodel pursuant to the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996. 


(2) For the purposes of section 8, the council of the former 
Village of Norwood shall be deemed to be the council of the new 
Township of Asphodel-Norwood for the purposes of holding the 1997 
regular municipal election under the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


9.2 Township of Havelock-Belmont-Methuen - (1) For the 
purposes of section 8, the clerk of the former Village of Havelock shall 
be responsible for conducting the election in the former Village of 
Havelock and the former Township of Belmont-Methuen pursuant to 
the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


(2) For the purposes of section 8, the council of the former 
Village of Havelock shall be deemed to be the council of the new 
Township of Havelock-Belmont-Methuen for the purposes of holding 
the 1997 regular municipal election under the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996. 


9.3 Township of Burleigh-Anstruther-Chandos - (1) For the 
purposes of section 8, the clerk of the former Township of Burleigh- 
Anstruther shall be responsible for conducting the election in the 
former Township of Burleigh-Anstruther and the former Township of 
Chandos pursuant to the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


(2) For the purposes of section 8, the council of the former 
Township of Burleigh-Anstruther shall be deemed to be the council of 
the new Township of Burleigh-Anstruther-Chandos for the purposes 
of holding the 1997 regular municipal election under the Municipal 
Elections Act, 1996. 


9.4 Township of Douro-Dummer - (1) For the purposes of 
section 8, the clerk of the former Township of Douro shall be respon- 
sible for conducting the election in the former Township of Douro and 
the former Township of Dummer pursuant to the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996. 


(2) For the purposes of section 8, the council of the former 
Township of Douro shall be deemed to be the council of the new 
Township of Douro-Dummer for the purposes of holding the 1997 
regular municipal election under the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


9.5 Township of Smith-Ennismore - (1) For the purposes of 
section 8, the clerk of the former Township of Smith shall be respon- 
sible for conducting the election in the former Township of Smith and 
the former Township of Ennismore pursuant to the Municipal Elec- 
tions Act, 1996. 


(2) For the purposes of section 8, the council of the former 
Township of Smith shall be deemed to be the council of the new 
Township of Smith-Ennismore for the purposes of holding the 1997 
regular municipal election under the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


9.6 Township of Galway-Cavendish and Harvey - (1) For the 
purposes of section 8, the clerk of the former Township of Harvey 
shall be responsible for conducting the election in the former Town- 
ship of Galway-Cavendish and the former Township of Harvey 
pursuant to the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


(2) For the purposes of section 8, the council of the former 
Township of Harvey shall be deemed to be the council of the new 
Township of Galway-Cavendish and Harvey for the purposes of 
holding the 1997 regular municipal election under the Municipal Elec- 
tions Act, 1996. 


9.7 Township of Otonabee-South Monaghan - (1) For the 
purposes of section 8, the clerk of the former Township of Otonabee 
shall be responsible for conducting the election in the former Town- 
ship of Otonabee and the former Township of South Monaghan 
pursuant to the Municipal Elections Act, 1996.

(7) Subject to the Public Utilities Act, the assets, liabilities, 
rights and obligations, including employees, of the Norwood Public 
Utility Commission become the assets, liabilities, rights and obliga- 
tions of the new Township under the control and management of the 
commission. 


11.2 Township of Havelock-Belmont-Methuen 


(1) On January 1, 1998, the Havelock Hydro-Electric Commis- 
sion is dissolved. 


(2) On January 1, 1998, a hydro-electric commission for 
the new Township of Havelock-Belmont-Methuen, to be called 
“The Havelock-Belmont-Methuen Hydro-Electric Commission’, is 
established.

(7) Subject to the Public Utilities Act, the assets, liabilities, 
rights and obligations, including employees, of the Havelock Hydro- 
Electric Commission become the assets, liabilities, rights and obliga- 
tions of the new Township under the control and management of the 
commission.

(7) Subject to the Public Utilities Act, the assets, liabilities, 
rights and obligations, including employees, of the Millbrook Public 
Utility Commission become the assets, liabilities, rights and obliga- 
tions of the new Township under the control and management of the 
commission. 


12.0 LIBRARY BOARDS 
12.1 Township of Asphodel-Norwood (1) On January 1, 1998, 


the Asphodel Public Library Board and the Norwood Public Library 
Board are dissolved. 
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(2) On January 1, 1998, a library board for the new Township of 
Asphodel-Norwood, to be known as “The Asphodel-Norwood Public

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Townships. The proceeds of sale by a new Township of any parkland 
which was acquired by a former municipality pursuant to the Planning 
Act prior to December 31, 1997, shall be paid into the parkland reserve 
fund of the former municipality in which the parkland is situated, and 
shall be used only for the benefit of the ratepayers in the area of the 
former municipality and for the purposes dedicated. 


(4) The working funds of the former municipalities shall become 
the working funds of the new Townships. 


(5) The surpluses of the former municipalities shall become the 
surpluses of the new Townships. 


15.0 LONG TERM DEBT - The new Townships shall provide 
for a special mill rate adjustment upon the rateable property located in 
the area of the former municipalities to pay for any debts created by 
the former municipalities prior to January 1, 1998. 


16.0 MUNICIPAL BY-LAWS - (1) On January |, 1998, the 
by-laws and resolutions of a former municipality and its local boards 
shall become the by-laws and resolutions of the new Township and its 
local boards, and shall remain in force in the area of the former munic- 
ipality until they are amended or repealed. 


(2) An official plan of a former municipality approved under the 
Planning Act, or a predecessor of that Act, becomes an official plan of 
the new Township and shall remain in force in the area of the former 
municipality until amended or repealed. 


(3) If a former municipality has commenced procedures to enact 
a by-law under any Act, including a by-law to adopt an official plan or 
official plan amendment, the council of the new Township may 
continue the procedures to enact the by-law. 


17.0 TAXES - All taxes, charges or rates levied by the former 
municipalities under any general or special Act that are due and 
unpaid on December 31, 1997 shall be deemed to be taxes, charges 
and rates due and payable to the new Townships and may be collected 
by the new Townships. 


18.0 ASSETS AND LIABILITIES - All assets, liabilities, 
rights and obligations, including employees, of the former municipali- 
ties and their local boards shall become the assets, liabilities, rights 
and obligations, including employees, of the new Townships and their 
local boards. 


19.0 TAX SALES - Ifa former municipality has commenced 
procedures under the Municipal Tax Sales Act and the procedures are 
not completed by January |, 1998, the new Township may continue 
the procedures. 


20.0 ASSESSMENT ROLL - For the purposes of the assess- 
ment roll to be prepared for each new Township under the Assessment 
Act for the 1998 taxation year, the former municipalities which were 
amalgamated under section 2 to form the new Township, shall be 
deemed to be one municipality. 


21.0 TRANSITION BOARDS 


21.1 Establishment - (1) On the date of this Order, a transition 
board is established for each new Township. 


(2) Bodies Corporate - The transition boards established under 
subsection (1) shall be constituted as bodies corporate and shall cease 
to exist on January 1, 1998. 


(3) Procedural Rules - The transition boards established 
shall adopt procedural rules and systems of controls to govern their 
activities. 


(4) Composition of Board - Each transition board shall 
be composed of the members of council of each of the former 
municipalities. 


21.2 Name of Boards - (1) The transition board established for 
the new Township of Asphodel-Norwood shall be known as the 
Asphodel-Norwood Transition Board. 


(2) The transition board established for the new Township of 
Burleigh-Anstruther-Chandos shall be known as the Burleigh- 
Anstruther-Chandos Transition Board. 


(3) The transition board established for the new Township of 
Havelock-Belmont-Methuen shall be known as the Havelock- 
Belmont-Methuen Transition Board. 


(4) The transition board established for the new Township of 
Cavan-Millbrook-North Monaghan shall be known as the Cavan- 
Millbrook-North Monaghan Transition Board. 


(5) The transition board established for the new Township of 
Smith-Ennismore shall be known as the Smith-Ennismore Transition 
Board. 


(6) The transition board established for the new Township of 
Douro-Dummer shall be known as the Douro-Dummer Transition 
Board. 


(7) The transition board established for the new Township of 
Otonabee-South Monaghan shall be known as the Otonabee-South 
Monaghan Transition Board. 


21.3 Powers - (1) Each transition board established under 
section 21.1 may exercise those powers of the former municipalities, 
and those powers of the new Townships, which are specified in 
subsection (2). 


(2) Specified Powers - The transition boards may: 


a) establish and adopt on behalf of the council of each of the 
former municipalities a transition plan for 1997 and a 
budget for implementing that plan; 


b) conduct studies, research and consultations regarding 
municipal functions, organizations, staffing, standards and 
performance; 


c) require the production of financial and other data, infor- 
mation and statistics from each of the former municipali- 
ties and their local boards; 


d) establish organizational structures, administrative and 
management systems, positions, preliminary job defini- 
tions, job descriptions and policies, and adopt bylaws and 
budgets and other documents for the new Township; 


e) establish a fully operational municipal organization which 
shall, on January 1, 1998, become the new Township; 


f) identify and establish the staff positions necessary for 
interim municipal administration during 1997; 


g) approve those expenditures and execute such contracts 
where necessary for transitional purposes; 


h) purchase, lease or dispose of any assets of each former 
municipality where necessary for transitional purposes; 


i) establish electronic or manual information systems, 
records and books of accounts for the new Township and 
for the operation of the transition board; 


j) establish and implement communication plans for 
employees and the public; 


k) retain employees and advisors for the purposes of the tran- 
sition board and incur expenses on behalf of the transition 
board and their employees and advisors; 


1) establish a human resources transition protocol; 
m) identify, select and appoint employees to the new Town- 


ship, and establish mechanisms for carrying out these 
functions;

establish uniform policies relating to offers of employment 
for positions in the new Township or termination of 
employment, and ensure their fair application;

0) offer employees of the former municipalities employment

22.0 TRANSITION COMMITTEES 


22.1 Local Transition Committees - (1) A_ transition 
committee shall be established by the Township of Galway-Cavendish 
and the Township of Harvey. 


(2) The mandate of the transition committee shall be to make 
recommendations to the former municipalities with respect to all 
matters set out in subsection 21.3(2) above 


(3) The transition committee shall be composed of an equal 
number of representatives from each of the former municipalities. 


22.2. County Transition Committee - (1) A transition 
committee for the County shall be established by the County. 


(2) The mandate of the transition committee shall be to make 
recommendations to the County and the former municipalities with 
respect to all matters set out in subsection 21.3(2) above. 


(3) The transition committee shall be composed of seven 
members drawn from County Council. 


23.0 ARBITRATION - (1) Where a dispute arises with respect 
to the interpretation of this Order, any of the former municipalities 
may refer the dispute for resolution through mediation. 


(2) If the dispute is not resolved through mediation, then any of 
the parties may refer the dispute to arbitration, to be conducted in 
accordance with the Arbitrations Act, 199], otherwise than as 
provided herein. 


(3) The costs associated with mediation or arbitration proceed- 
ings under this section shall be shared equally among the former 
municipalities. 


(4) Where a dispute is referred to arbitration, the decision of the 
arbitrator shall be final. 


24.0 GEOGRAPHIC AREAS OF NEW TOWNSHIPS - 
Each new Township shall include the entire geographic area of the 
former municipalities amalgamated under section 2 of this Order to 
form that Township.

R.S.O. 1990, c. M.45 


ORDER 


WHEREAS subsection 25.2(2) of the Municipal Act authorizes 
a municipality to make a restructuring proposal to restructure munici- 
palities; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the require- 
ments of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2(4) of the Munic- 
ipal Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as 
follows: 


1. Definitions - In this Order, 


“former municipalities” means the Corporation of the Township of 
Chapman and the Corporation of the Village of Magnetawan as they 
existed on December 31, 1997; and 


“new Township” means the Corporation of the Township of 
Magnetawan created as a result of the amalgamation under section 2. 


2. Phase 1 - Amalgamation - (1) On January 1, 1998, the 
Corporation of the Township of Chapman and the Corporation of the 
Village of Magnetawan are amalgamated as a township under the 
name of “The Corporation of the Township of Magnetawan” in the 
District of Parry Sound. 


(2) The terms of office of the members of the councils of the 
former municipalities and their local boards are extended until 
December 31, 1997. 


3. Phase 2 - Annexation - On July 1, 1998, the geographic 
township of Croft (the ‘annexed area”) is annexed to the new Town- 
ship. 


4. Phase 1 - Representation - (1) Composition of council - 
From January 1, 1998 until June 30, 1998, the council of the new 
Township shall be composed of five (5) members, a head of council, 
known as the Reeve, and four (4) members of council. 


(2) Election of council members - The Reeve shall be elected at 
large, and the four members of council shall be elected by ward, with 
two members elected for Ward 1, and two members elected for 
Ward 2. 


(3) Number of votes on council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


(4) Term - The term of office of the council elected in the 1997 
regular municipal elections shall be from January 1, 1998 until June 
30, 1998. 


5. Phase 2 - Representation - (1) Interim Council - An interim 
council for the new Township shall take office on July 1, 1998. 
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(2) Composition - The interim council of the new Township 
shall be composed of seven (7) members, a head of council, known as 
the Reeve, and six (6) members of council. 


(3) Election of council members - The Reeve shall be elected at 
large, and the six members of council shall be elected by ward, with 
two members elected for Ward |, two members elected for Ward 2 and 
two members elected for Ward 3. 


(4) Number of votes on council - Each member of council shall 
have one vote. 


(5) Election - There shall be a special election in 1998, prior to 
July 1, 1998, under section 65 of the Municipal Elections Act, 1996 to 
elect the members of the interim council provided for in subsection (1) 
above. 


(6) For the purposes of section 65(4) of the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996, nomination day shall be fixed by the clerk of the new 
Township to be a day prior to May 15, 1998. 


(7) Term - The term of office of the interim council shall be 
from July 1, 1998 until November 30, 2000. 


6. Representation - On and after December |, 2000, and for the 
purposes of the year 2000 regular municipal elections, the composi- 
tion, election, and the number of votes of members, of the council of 
the new Township shall continue to be as provided for in subsections 
5(2), (3) and (4). 


7. Wards - (1) On January 1, 1998, the new Township shall be 
divided into two wards, Ward | to be known as the Chapman Ward, 
which shall be comprised of the area of the former Township of 


Chapman, and Ward 2 to be known as the Magnetawan Ward, which | 


shall be comprised of the area of the former Village of Magnetawan. 


(2) On July 1, 1998, the new Township shall be divided into 
three wards, Wards | and 2 as set out in subsection (1), and Ward 3, to 
be known as the Croft Ward, which shall be comprised of the area of 
the former geographic township of Croft. 


8. Municipal Election - (1) The 1997 regular municipal elec- 
tions in the former municipalities shall be conducted as if the amal- 
gamation had already occurred. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection (1), the clerk of the former 
Village of Magnetawan shall be responsible for conducting the elec- 
tion pursuant to the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


(3) For the purposes of subsection (1), the council of the former 
Village of Magnetawan shall be deemed to be the council of the new 
Township for the purposes of holding the 1997 regular municipal elec- 
tion under the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


9. Interim Council Election - The 1998 special election of the 
interim council provided for in section 5 shall be conducted as if the 
annexation had already occurred. 


10. Local Boards - All local boards of the former municipali- 
ties, except those required by statute or as provided for in this Order, 
are dissolved. 


11. Library Board - (1) On January 1, 1998, the Magnetawan 
Area Union Public Library Board is dissolved. 


(2) On January |, 1998, a library board for the new Township, to 
be known as “The Township of Magnetawan Public Library Board,” is 
established.

14. Long Term Debt - The new Township shall provide for a 
special mill rate adjustment upon the rateable property located in the 
area of a former municipality to pay for any debts created by the 
former municipality prior to January 1, 1998 that are currently recoy- 
erable through the general mill rate. 


15. Reserves and Reserve Funds - (1) The working funds of 
the former municipalities shall become the working funds of the new 
Township. 


(2) The surpluses of the former municipalities shall become the 
surpluses of the new Township.

17. Extension of By-laws - On July 1, 1998, the by-laws and 
resolutions of the new Township shall extend to the annexed area. 


18. Taxes - All taxes, charges or rates levied by the former 
municipalities under any general or special Act that are due and 
unpaid on December 31, 1997 shall be deemed to be taxes, charges 
and rates due and payable to the new Township and may be collected 
by the new Township. 


19. Assets and Liabilities - All assets, liabilities, rights and 
obligations of the former municipalities and their local boards shall 
become the assets, liabilities, rights and obligations of the new Town- 
ship and its local boards. 


20. Tax Sales - If a former municipality has commenced proce- 
dures under the Municipal Tax Sales Act and the procedures are not 
completed by January |, 1998, the new Township may continue the 
procedures. 


21. Assessment Roll - (1) For the purposes of the assessment 
roll to be prepared for the new Township under the Assessment Act for 
the 1998 taxation year, the former municipalities shall be deemed to be 
one municipality. 


(2) The land in the annexed area upon which the taxes shall be 
levied on and after July 1, 1998, shall be assessed by the assessment 
commissioner on the same basis that the Township is assessed. 


(3) Where the assessment commissioner makes an assessment in 
accordance with subsection (2), section 35 of the Assessment Act 
applies to the assessment. 


22. Employees - (1) Employees that held non-bargaining unit 
positions with a former municipality or its local boards and will be 
employed by the new Township or its local boards in a non-bargaining 
unit position, will be credited with seniority at a rate of one hundred 
percent of the employee’s length of service. 


(2) There shall be no external hiring until all existing full-time 
qualified employees of the former municipalities and their local 
boards have had an opportunity for placement. 


(3) A person who is an employee of the former municipalities or 
their local boards on December 31, 1997, is an employee of the new 
Township on January |, 1998. 


23. Arbitration - (1) Where a dispute arises with respect to the 
interpretation of this Order, any of the former municipalities may refer 
the dispute for resolution through mediation. 


(2) The costs associated with the mediation shall be paid by the 
party who refers the matter to mediation. 


(3) If the dispute is not resolved through mediation, or if any of 
the former municipalities does not wish to proceed to mediation, then 
the dispute may either be referred: 


(a) to arbitration, to be conducted in accordance with the 
Arbitrations Act, 1991, otherwise than as provided herein; 
or 


(b) if all of the former municipalities agree, to the new Town- 
ship for resolution. 


(4) Where a dispute is referred to arbitration, the decision of the 
arbitrator shall be final. 


24. Boundary Description - (1) On January 1, 1998, the 
boundary of the new Township is the external boundaries of the 
former Corporation of the Township of Chapman and the former 
Corporation of the Village of Magnetawan. 


(2) On July 1, 1998, the boundary of the new Township after the 
annexation provided for in section 3 is the external boundaries of the 
new Township and the former geographic township of Croft.

ORDER 


WHEREAS subsection 25.2(2) of the Municipal Act author- 
izes a municipality to make a restructuring proposal to restructure 
municipalities; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the require- 
ments of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


° 
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NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2(4) of the Munic- 
ipal Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as 
follows: 


1. Definitions - In this Order, 


“former municipalities” means the Corporation of the Town of Belle 
River and the Corporation of the Township of Maidstone as they 
existed on December 31, 1997; and 


“new Township” means the Corporation of Lakeshore Township 
created as a result of the amalgamation under section 2. 


2. Amalgamation - (1) On January |, 1998, The Corporation of 
the Town of Belle River and The Corporation of the Township of 
Maidstone are amalgamated as a township under the name of “The 
Corporation of Lakeshore Township” within the County of Essex. 


(2) The terms of office of the members of the council of the 
former municipalities and their local boards are extended until 
December 31, 1997. 


3. Representation - (1) Composition of council - The council 
of the new Township shall be composed of seven (7) members, a 
Mayor, a Deputy Mayor and five (5) members of council. 


(2) Election of council members - The Mayor and Deputy

(6) The by-laws and resolutions of the former hydro-electric 
commission of the Town of Belle River related to the distribution and 
supply of electrical power shall become the by-laws and resolutions of 
the new commission until amended or repealed. 


(7) Subject to the Public Utilities Act, the assets and liabilities of 
the former commission of the Town of Belle River related to the distri- 
bution and supply of electrical power become the assets and liabilities 
of the new Township under the control and management of the 
commission. 


11. Transition Board - (1) Establishment - On or after the date 
of this Order, a transition board shall be established and shall be 
constituted as a body corporate. 


(2) Cease to Exist - The transition board ceases to exist on 
December 31, 1997. 


(3) Composition of Board - The transition board shall be 
composed of the Mayor and members of council from each of the 
former municipalities, to be appointed by a resolution of each of the 
former municipalities within thirty days from the date of this Order.

21. Arbitration - (1) Where a dispute arises with respect to the 
interpretation of this Order prior to January 1, 1998, any of the former 
municipalities may refer the dispute for resolution through mediation. 


(2) The mediator shall be selected through the mutual agreement 
of the former municipalities. The costs associated with the mediation 
shall be shared equally between the parties to the mediation. 


(3) If the dispute is not resolved through mediation, then the 
dispute may either be referred to arbitration, to be conducted in accor- 
dance with the Arbitrations Act, 1991, or, if all of the former munici- 
palities agree, to the new Township for resolution. 


22. Boundary Description - The boundary of the new Town- 
ship is the external boundaries of the former Corporation of the Town 
of Belle River and the former Corporation of the Township of Maid- 
stone. 


23. Future Restructuring - The County of Essex shall not make 
a restructuring proposal or request a commission under section 25.2 or

WHEREAS The Corporation of the Town of Espanola and the 
electors from the unorganized township to be annexed have expressed, 
in the prescribed form, their support for a restructuring proposal for 
the annexation of certain lands by the Corporation of the Town of 
Espanola; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the require- 
ments of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2(4) of the Munic- 
ipal Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as 
follows: 

1. Definitions - In this Order, 

“annexed area” means the geographic Township of Merritt; 


“local roads board” means the Merritt Local Roads Board; 


“local services board” means the Lee Valley Local Services Board; 
and 


“Town” means the Corporation of the Town of Espanola. 


2. Annexation - (1) On January |, 1998, the geographic town- 
ship of Merritt is annexed to The Corporation of the Town of 
Espanola. 


(2) The terms of office of the members of the council of the 
Town and its local boards are extended until December 31, 1997. 


3. Municipal Election - The 1997 regular municipal elections in 
the Town and the annexed area shall be conducted as if the annexation 
had already occurred. 
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4. Representation - (1) Composition of Council - The council 
of the Town shall be composed of seven (7) members, a Mayor, who 
shall be the head of council, and six (6) members of council. 


(2) Election - All members of council shall be elected at large. 


(3) Number of Votes - Each member of council shall have one 
vote. 


5. Library Board - On January 1, 1998, the Town of Espanola 
Public Library Board is continued. 


6. Police Services Board - On January 1, 1998, the Town of 
Espanola Police Services Board shall continue to provide police 
services to the ratepayers in the geographic area of the Town of 
Espanola as it existed on December 31, 1997. 


7. Hydro-Electric Commission - (1) On January 1, 1998, the 
hydro-electric commission for the Town of Espanola is continued. 


(2) The commission shall continue to provide hydro-electric 
services to the area comprised of the Town of Espanola as it existed on 
December 31, 1997. 


(3) The commission shall be composed of three members, being 
the head of council, by virtue of office, and two other members, to be 
elected by the qualified electors under the Municipal Elections Act, 
1996 in the geographic area served by the commission. 


8. Planning Board - (1) On January 1, 1998, the Espanola and 
Area Planning Board is dissolved. 


(2) On January 1, 1998, all assets, liabilities, rights and obliga- 


tions of the Espanola and Area Planning Board shall become the 
assets, liabilities, rights and obligations of the Town. 


(3) All applications made under the Planning Act on or before 
December 31, 1997 to the Espanola and Area Planning Board shall be 
deemed to be applications to, and may be continued by, the Town. 


(4) On January 1, 1998, the official plan and zoning by-laws of 
the Espanola and Area Planning Board, approved under the Planning 
Act, or a predecessor of that Act, shall become the official plan and 
zoning by-laws of the Town and shall remain in force until amended or 
repealed. 


9. Local Roads Boards - (1) On January 1, 1998, the Merritt 
Local Roads Board is dissolved. 


(2) On January 1, 1998, the assets, liabilities, rights and obliga- 
tions of the former local roads board shall become the assets, liabili- 
ties, rights and obligations of the Town. 


10. Local Services Boards - (1) On January 1, 1998, the Lee 
Valley Local Services Board, as it applies to the annexed area, is 
dissolved. 


(2) On January |, 1998, the assets, liabilities, rights and obliga- 
tions of the Lee Valley Local Services Board related to the part of the 
Board area within the annexed area shall become the assets, liabilities, 
rights and obligations of the Town. 


(3) On January 1, 1998, the by-laws and resolutions of the Lee 
Valley Local Services Board, as they apply to the part of the Board 
area within the annexed area, shall become the by-laws and resolu- 
tions of the Town. 


11. Municipal By-laws - On January 1, 1998, the by-laws and 
resolutions of the Town shall extend to the annexed area. 


12. Reserves and Reserve Funds - (1) The reserves and reserve 
funds of the Town, the local roads board and the local services board 
that are dedicated for special purposes shall be used only for the 
benefit of the ratepayers in the area of the Town as it existed on 
December 31, 1997, the local roads board area or the local services 
board area, as the case may be. 


(2) The reserves of the Town that are not dedicated for special 
purposes shall be used only for the benefit of the ratepayers in the area 
of the Town as it existed on December 31, 1997. 


(3) A separate reserve fund shall be established for each local 
roads board area and local services board area, and for the area of the 
Town as it existed on December 31, 1997, into which shall be paid all 
proceeds from the sale of any lands that were owned by the Town, the 
local roads board or the local services board on December 31, 1997. 


(4) The reserve funds established under subsection (3) shall be 
used only for the benefit of the ratepayers in the area of the Town as it 
existed on December 31, 1997, the local roads board area or the local 
services boards area in which the lands were situated, as the case may 
be. 


(5) The surpluses of the Town, the local roads board and the 
local services board for the fiscal year ending December 31, 1997 
shall become the surpluses of the Town and shall be added to the 
Town's working fund reserve. 


13. Long Term Debt - The Town shall provide for a special mill 
rate adjustment upon the rateable property located in the area of the 
Town, as it existed prior to January 1, 1998, in the local roads board 
area, and in the local services board area, to pay for any debts created 
by the Town, the local roads board or the local services board, if any, 
prior to that date, that are currently recoverable through the general 
mill rate. 


14. Area Rating - The Town shall provide for a special mill rate 
adjustment to apply to the ratepayers of all or part of the Town for the 
purposes of police services if those services were provided on 
December 31, 1997. 


15. Assessment Roll - For the purposes of the assessment roll to 
be prepared for the Town for the 1998 taxation year, the annexed area 
shall be deemed to be part of the Town and the assessment roll for the 
annexed area shall be prepared on the same basis that the assessment 
roll for the Town is prepared. 


16. Arbitration - Any issue arising out of the interpretation of 
this Order may be referred to arbitration for resolution in accordance 
with the Arbitration Act, 1991.

ORDER MADE UNDER THE 
MUNICIPAL ACT 
R.S.O. 1990, c. M.45 


VILLAGE OF FLESHERTON, TOWNSHIP OF ARTEMESIA 
1. In this Order, 


“former municipalities” means The Corporation of the Village of 
Flesherton and The Corporation of the Township of Artemesia as they 
existed prior to January |, 1998; and 


“new Township” means The Corporation of the Township of 
Artemesia created as a result of the amalgamation under subsection 
2(1). 


2. (1) On January |, 1998, the Village of Flesherton and The 
Township of Artemesia are amalgamated as a township under the 
name “The Corporation of the Township of Artemesia”’. 


(2) The terms of office of the members of the councils of the 
former municipalities are extended until December 31, 1997. 


(3) The terms of office of the members of the local boards of the 
former municipalities are extended until December 31, 1997. 
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(4) The terms of office of the trustees of the Police Village of 
Priceville are extended until December 31, 1997. 


(5) The terms of office of the members of the hydro electric 
commissions for the Village of Flesherton and for the Police Village of 
Priceville are extended until December 31, 1997. 


3. (1) The council of the new Township of Artemesia shall 
consist of five members elected by general vote consisting of, 


(a) the head of council, to be known as the reeve; 


(b) a deputy head of council, to be known as the deputy reeve; 
and 


(c) three other members, to be known as councillors. 
(2) Each member of council shall have one vote. 


4. (1) The reeve of the new Township shall sit as a member of 
the County of Grey council. 


(2) Should the the new Township have more than 5000 electors 
as defined in the Municipal Elections Act, 1996, the deputy reeve shall 
sit as a member of the County of Grey council. 


(3) Despite subsection 2(2), and subject to subsection (2), the 
reeve and the deputy reeve of the new Township shall assume office at 
County of Grey council on December 1, 1997, as if the new Township 
was already established. 


5. (1) The 1997 regular municipal elections in the former munic- 
ipalities shall be conducted as if the amalgamation under subsection 
2(1) had already occurred. 


(2) For the purpose of subsection (1), the clerk of the former 
Township of Artemesia shall be responsible for conducting the elec- 
tion pursuant to the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


(3) For the purpose of subsection (1), the council of the former 
Township of Artemesia shall be the council for the purposes of the 
Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


6. (1) The Police Village of Priceville is dissolved on January 1, 
1998. 


(2) On January 1, 1998, all by-laws or resolutions of the former 
Police Village of Priceville become by-laws or resolutions of the new 
Township and shall remain in force in the area of the former Police 
Village until they are amended or repealed. 


(3) On January 1, 1998, all assets and liabilities, rights and obli- 
gations of the former Police Village of Priceville become assets and 
liabilities, rights and obligations of the new Township. 


7. (1) Every by-law and resolution of the former municipalities 
and their local boards shall be continued and deemed to be a by-law or 
resolution of the new Township and shall remain in force in the area of 
the former municipality until it is amended or repealed by the council 
of the new Township. 


(2) Any by-law of a former municipality passed under section 34 
of the Planning Act or a predecessor of that section and any official 
plan of a former municipality approved under the Planning Act, or a 
predecessor of that Act, shall be deemed to be a by-law or official plan 
of the new Township and shall remain in force until it is amended or 
repealed by the council of the new Township. 


(3) If a former municipality has commenced procedures to enact 
a by-law under any Act, or adopt an official plan or amendment to it 
under the Planning Act, and that by-law, official plan or amendment is 
not in force on January |, 1998, the new Township may continue the 
procedures. 


(4) Nothing in this section repeals or authorizes the amendment 
or repeal of by-laws conferring rights, privileges, franchises, annuities 


or exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by the coun- 
cils of the former municipalities. 


8. (1) All assets and liabilities, rights and obligations of the 
former municipalities and their local boards become the assets and 
liabilities, rights and obligations of the new Township and its local 
boards. 


(2) Employees of the former municipalities and their local 
boards shall become employees of the new Township and its local 
boards. 


9. (1) All taxes, charges and rates levied under any general or 
special Act and uncollected in the former municipalities which are due 
and unpaid on December 31, 1997, shall be deemed to be taxes, 
charges and rates due and payable to the new Township of Artemesia 
and may be collected by the Township. 


(2) If a former municipality has commenced procedures under 
the Municipal Tax Sales Act and the procedures are not completed by 
January 1, 1998, the new Township may continue the procedures. 


10. Reserves and reserve funds of the former municipalities 
shall become reserves and reserve funds of the new Township and 
shall be used for the purpose for which they were designated by the 
former municipalities. 


11. The new Township of Artemesia shall provide for a special 
mill rate adjustment upon the rateable property located in the former 
municipalities to-pay for any debts created prior to January |, 1998, by 
that former municipality. 


12. (1) There shall be no increase in the rates of taxation for 
municipal purposes in 1998 and 1999 for the rateable property located 
in the former Township of Artemesia that would occur solely as a 
result of the amalgamation under subsection 2(1). 


(2) If, as a result of the amalgamation under subsection 2(1), 
the 1998, 1999 and 2000 rates of taxation of the former Village of 
Flesherton for municipal purposes would be less than the 1997 rates of 


taxation for municipal purposes for the former Village, the rates of - 


taxation in 1998, 1999 and 2000 shall be phased-in in each year by 
reducing the mill rate on rateable property in the former Village by the 
amount of cost savings in the new Township which result from the 
amalgamation under subsection 2(1). 


13. (1) The Hydro Electric Commission for the Village of 
Flesherton and the Priceville Hydro Electric Commission are 
dissolved on January 1, 1998. 


(2) A hydro electric commission for the new Township bearing 
the name “The Hydro Electric Commission for the Township of 
Artemesia” is established on January 1, 1998. 


(3) All assets and liabilities, rights and obligations of the hydro 
electric commission for the former Village of Flesherton and the hydro 
electric commission for the Police Village of Priceville become assets 
and liabilities, rights and obligations of the commission established 
under subsection (2). 


(4) All by-laws and resolutions of the hydro electric commission 
for the former Village of Flesherton and the hydro electric commission 
for the Police Village of Priceville become by-laws and resolutions of 
the commission established under subsection (2). 


(5) The commission established under subsection (2) shall be 
subject to the provisions of the Public Utilities Act and the Power 
Corporation Act. 


(6) The commission established under subsection (2) shall 
consist of five members, of whom the head of council shall be one by 
virtue of office and the four other members shall be the other four 
members of the council of the new Township of Artemesia. 


(7) The commission established under subsection (2) shall 
provide service to the area formerly served by the hydro electric 
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commission for the former Village of Flesherton and the hydro electric 
commission for the Police Village of Priceville. 


14. (1) The Flesherton and District Arena Board of Management 
and the Flesherton Community Hall Board are amalgamated on 
January 1, 1998, under the name the Flesherton Parks and Recreation 
Board. 


(2) Subject to subsection (1) and except where prohibited by any 
Act, all local boards and committees of the former municipalities are 
continued on January 1, 1998, as local boards and committees of the 
new Township under the same names as existed on December 31, 
1997.

ORDER MADE UNDER THE 
MUNICIPAL ACT 
R.S.O. 1990, c. M.45 
ORDER 


WHEREAS subsection 25.2 (2) of the Municipal Act authorizes 
a municipality or local body in a locality to make a restructuring 
proposal to restructure municipalities; 


AND WHEREAS The Corporation of the City of Belleville and 
The Corporation of the Township of Thurlow have each passed 
council resolutions supporting a restructuring proposal, entitled 
“Version 7.1: Municipal Restructuring Proposal for the Creation of the 
City of Belleville”, for amalgamation into the new Corporation of the 
City of Belleville; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the require- 
ments of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2 (4) of the Munic- 
ipal Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as 
follows: 


1. Restructuring - On January 1, 1998, The Corporation of the 
City of Belleville and The Corporation of the Township of Thurlow 
are amalgamated as a City under the name of The Corporation of the 
City of Belleville (hereinafter, the “new City”), with The Corporation 
of the Township of Thurlow separating from the County of Hastings as 
of this date. 


2. Municipal Election - (1) A regular municipal election will be 
held in November, 1997 as if the municipalities and local boards had 
already been restructured. 


(2) The Clerk responsible for conducting the November, 1997 
municipal election shall be the Clerk of The Corporation of the City of 
Belleville. 


(3) The Council of The Corporation of the City of Belleville is 
deemed to be the council of the new City for the purposes of the 
Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


3. Extension of Terms of Office - (1) The terms of office of the 
council members of the councils of The Corporation of the City of 
Belleville and The Corporation of the Township of Thurlow and the 
terms of office of the members of any local boards of these former 
municipalities are extended to and including December 31, 1997. 


(2) The county council representatives of the former Corpora- 
tion of the Township of Thurlow shall continue to sit on county 
council until and including December 31, 1997, and shall have the 
same number of votes as they did on November 30, 1997. 


4. Representation, New Council: 


(1) Composition of Council: First Term of Council - (a) In its 
term from January 1, 1998 to November 30, 2000, the council of the 


new City shall be composed of eleven (11) members, the head of 
council, known as the Mayor, and ten members of council. 


(b) Composition of Council: From December 1, 2000 - From 
December |, 2000, the council of the new City shall be composed of 
nine (9) members, the head of council, known as the Mayor, and eight 
members of council until such time that the council provides for an 
alternative composition under the Municipal Act. 


(2) Election of Council Members - For the first term of 
council, the Mayor shall be elected at large and the ten members of 
council shall be elected by ward, on the following basis: 


(a) Seven members of council shall be elected from Ward #1; 
and 


(b) Three members of council shall be elected from Ward #2. 


(3) Number of Votes on Council - Each member of council 
shall have one vote. 


(4) Alternate Head of Council - The new City shall have a 
procedural by-law which provides for an alternate to act in the place of 
the Mayor when the Mayor is absent through illness, absent from the 
municipality or the office is vacant. 


5. Wards - (1) The new City shall be divided into two wards as 
of January |, 1998, as described in subsection (2). 


(2) The two wards of the new City are comprised as follows: 


(a) Ward #1 is composed of the entire area of the former City 
of Belleville; and 


(b) Ward #2 is composed of the entire area of the former 
Township of Thurlow. 


6. Requirements on New Council - (1) The council of the new 
City shall review the ward boundaries of the new City during its first 
term. 


(2) The council of the new City shall, within 90 days of 
December 31, 1997, consider the report of the Assets and Liabilities 
Transition Board and, then, make a determination as to the final 
adjustment of assets and liabilities as they existed on January 1, 1998. 


(3) The council of the new City shall enter into cost sharing 
agreements with the County of Hastings or its successor for the 
purposes of sharing the delivery of the following services on the same 
basis as they are currently shared: 


(a) Social Services, more specifically defined as Ontario 
Works and Day Care services; 


(b) Homes for the Aged; and 
(c) Public Health. 


(4) The current basis for these cost sharing agreements may be 
varied by agreement or as required by legislation or regulation. 


(5) These cost sharing agreements, as described in subsection 
(3), shall provide the County of Hastings with the same operating and 
capital funds for these services as if the former Township of Thurlow 
was still part of the County. 


(6) The council of the new City shall assume responsibility for 
one hundred percent of the costs of the Hastings County Museum. 


7. Local Boards: 


7.1 Public Utility Commission - (1) As of January 1, 1998, the 
Belleville Utilities Commission shall become the public utility 
commission of the new City and shall be called the Belleville Utilities 
Commission. 
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(2) The new public utility commission shall continue to provide 
hydro-electric service to the ratepayers of the former City of 
Belleville. 


(3) The new public utility commission shall continue to provide 
water service to the ratepayers of the former City of Belleville and of 
the Cannifton Secondary Plan Area of the former Township of 
Thurlow. 


(4) As of January |, 1998, the new Belleville Utilities Commis- 
sion shall be composed of the newly elected head of council and two 
commissioners elected in accordance with the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996, who reside in Ward #1. 


(5) All assets and liabilities, rights and obligations, including 
employees, of the former Belleville Utilities Commission that relate to 
the distribution and supply of electrical power and of water services 
shall become the assets and liabilities, rights and obligations, 
including employees, of the new Belleville Utilities Commission. 


7.2 Library Board - (1) As of January 1, 1998, the Belleville 
Public Library Board shall become the public library board for the 
new City and shall be known as the Belleville Public Library Board. 


(2) The new Board shall be composed of members and operated 
in accordance with the Public Libraries Act. 


7.3 Police Services Board - (1) As of January |, 1998, the City 
of Belleville Police Services Board shall become the new police 
services board of the new City, and shall be known as the Belleville 
Police Services Board. 


(2) The Police Services Board of the new City shall continue to 
provide police services to the ratepayers of the geographic area of the 
former City of Belleville. 


(3) The new Board shall be composed of members and operated 
in accordance with the Police Services Act. 


8. Financial Matters: 


8.1 Taxes - Any unpaid realty and business taxes, charges or 
rates levied by the former municipalities under any legislation prior to 
amalgamation shall be payable to the new City and may be collected 
in the same manner as if they had been imposed by the new City. 


(2) Tax impacts related to restructuring shall be applied in full in 
1998 by the new City to the ratepayers of the geographic areas of the 
former City of Belleville and of that part of the former Township of 
Thurlow outside of the Cannifton Secondary Plan Area. 


8.2 Tax Phase-In for Cannifton Secondary Plan Area - (1) 
Any increase in real property and business taxes for municipal 
purposes due solely to the amalgamation as compared to that which 
would have been paid by the ratepayers of the Cannifton Secondary 
Plan Area of the former Township of Thurlow if the amalgamation had 
not taken place, will be phased-in from the effective date of restruc- 
turing over a period of eight years. 


(2) Subject to section 8.4 of this Order, the tax phase-in 
described in subsection (1) shall be financed by the rate stabilization 
reserves or other reserves of the former Township of Thurlow. 


8.3 Area Rating - (1) All debts created prior to January 1, 1998 
that are recoverable by a former municipality through the general mill 
rate shall be area rated back to the taxpayers of the former munici- 
pality by the new City. This will result in a special mill rate for the 
taxpayers of the former municipality that originally incurred the debt 
until it is retired. 


(2) The new City shall provide for a special mill rate adjustment 
to apply to the taxpayers of a former municipality for the purposes of 
police services, if those services were provided on December 31, 
1997. 


(3) The new City shall provide for a special mill rate adjustment 
to apply to the taxpayers of the former City of Belleville and of the 
Cannifton Secondary Plan Area of the former Township of Thurlow 
for the purposes of transit services, if those services were provided on 
December 31, 1997. 


8.4 Reserves and Reserve Funds - (1) The general purpose 
reserves of each of the former municipalities up to an amount deter- 
mined by multiplying the population of the former municipality by the 
minimum per capita amount shall become the general purpose 
reserves of the new City. 


(2) The working capital reserves of each of the former munici- 
palities up to an amount determined by multiplying the population of 
the former municipality by the minimum per capita amount shall 
become the working capital reserves of the new City. 


(3) The minimum per capita amount referred to in subsections 
(1) and (2) shall be the lesser of: 


(a) for subsection (1), the amount of the general purpose 
reserves and for subsection (2), the amount of the working 
capital reserves, of the former City of Belleville as of 
December 31, 1997 divided by 34,954 (the population of 
the former City of Belleville); and 


(b) for subsection (1), the amount of the general purpose 
reserves and for subsection (2), the amount of the working 
capital reserves, of the former Township of Thurlow as of 
December 31, 1997 divided by 7,327 (the population of 
the former Township of Thurlow). 


(4) The surpluses of the former municipalities shall become the 
surpluses of the new City. 


(5) Special purpose reserves and reserve funds of the former 
municipalities and those working capital and other general purpose 
reserves of the former municipalities in excess of the required contri- 
bution amounts described in subsections (1) and (2) shall be used by 
the new City for the specific projects that the funds were designated 
for or used for mill rate stabilization purposes for the benefit of the 
residents of that former municipality. 


9. Continuation of By-laws and Resolutions - (1) All by-laws 
and resolutions of the former municipalities and their local boards 
shall become the by-laws and resolutions of the new City and its local 
boards and shall remain in force in the areas of the former municipali- 
ties until amended or repealed by the council or board of the new City. 


(2) All by-laws and resolutions of the former municipalities that 
could not be lawfully repealed before restructuring shall remain in 
force as by-laws and resolutions of the new City. 


10. Continuation of Official Plans and Zoning By-laws - Any 
zoning by-law and any official plan or amendments thereto of the 
former municipalities approved under the Planning Act shall be 
deemed to be a zoning by-law and an official plan of the new City and 
shall remain in force until amended or repealed by the new City under 
the Planning Act. 


11. Roads and Bridges Service Transfer - (1) On January 1, 
1998, the County of Hastings shall transfer ownership and control of 
all county roads and related structures, with the exception of the works 
yards, (hereinafter, the “county roads systems”) located within the 
geographic area of the former Township of Thurlow to the new City. 


(2) The responsibility for the maintenance, repair and construc- 
tion of the county road systems located within the geographic area of 
the former municipalities is, on January 1, 1998, transferred to the new 
City. 


(3) All assets, liabilities, rights, obligations and responsibilities 
of the County of Hastings relative to or used in the provision of 


County road services in any of the former municipalities shall be 


’ 1 
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transferred to the new City based upon the proportionate share of the 
number of lane kilometres or equivalents being transferred. 


(4) All equipment owned by the County of Hastings required in 
the provision of road services for that part of the county road system 
located in the former municipalities shall be transferred to the new 
City according to the proportionate share of the number of lane 
kilometres or equivalents of County roads currently in the former 
municipalities. 


(5) The County of Hastings shall transfer to the new City their 
employees that are associated with the care, maintenance and opera- 
tion of the county road systems located in the former municipalities in 
the same proportionate share as the number of lane kilometres or 
equivalents being transferred. 


(6) The County of Hastings shall transfer to the new City 
reserves, reserve funds and grants associated with the care, mainte- 
nance and operation of the county road systems located in the former 
municipalities in the same proportionate share as the number of lane 
kilometres or equivalents being transferred. 


(7) The County of Hastings shall assign and transfer a share of 
the funds set out in the Highway Transfer Agreement between the 
County and the Ministry of Transportation based upon the propor- 
tionate share of provincial highway lane kilometres or equivalents 
transferred to the County that will be transferred by the County to the 
new City. 


12. Transitional Provisions - (1) Assets and Liabilities - With 
the exception of those artifacts of the Hastings County Museum 
owned by the County of Hastings, all assets, liabilities, rights and obli- 
gations, including employees, of the former municipalities and their 
local boards shall become the assets, liabilities, rights and obligations, 
including employees, of the new City and its local boards. 


(2) Tax Sales in Process - Tax sales in process in the former 
municipalities and not completed by the effective date of restructuring 
shall become the tax sales in process of the new City. 


(3) Enactment or Amendment Procedures Commenced - If a 
former municipality had commenced, prior to January |, 1998, proce- 
dures to enact or to amend a by-law under any Act, or to adopt an offi- 
cial plan or an amendment to an official plan under the Planning Act, 
the council of the new City may continue the process. 


(4) Employees - (a) Employees that held non-bargaining unit 
positions with a former municipality or its local boards, who are 
offered employment with and will be employed by the new City or its 
local boards, in a bargaining unit position, shall be credited with 
seniority at the rate of one hundred percent of the employee’s length of 
service with the former municipality or its local boards as if the posi- 
tion or positions held with the former municipality or its local boards 
would have been a bargaining unit position(s) with the new munici- 
pality or its local boards. 


(4) (b) The Transition Board shall consider the surplus perma- 
nent employees of the County of Hastings employed on or before 
March 31, 1997 in its recommendations to the council of the new City, 
as described in subsection 13 (7) (g) of this Order. 


13. Transition Boards - (1) On or after the date of this Order, a 
Transition Board and an Assets and Liabilities Transition Board shall 
be established. 


(2) Bodies Corporate - The Boards referred to in subsection (1) 
are bodies corporate and they cease to exist on January 1, 1998. 


(3) Composition of the Boards - (a) The Transition Board shall 
be composed of the Mayor and a councillor from the former City of 
Belleville, the Reeve and a councillor from the former Township of 
Thurlow and the Warden and a councillor of the County of Hastings 
where matters relating to the County arise. 


(b) The Chair and Vice-Chair of the Transition Board shall be 
elected at the first meeting of the Transition Board from among the 
members of the Transition Board by a majority vote. 


(c) The Assets and Liabilities Transition Board shall be 
composed of the Treasurer from the former City of Belleville, the 
Treasurer from the former Township of Thurlow and the Treasurer of 
the County of Hastings where matters relating to the County arise. 


(d) The Chair and Vice-Chair of the Assets and Liabilities Tran- 
sition Board shall be elected at the first meeting of the Assets and 
Liabilities Transition Board from among the members of the Assets 
and Liabilities Transition Board by a majority vote. 


(4) Number of Votes - Each member of the Transition Board 
and of the Assets and Liabilities Transition Board shall have one vote. 


(5) Procedural Rules - The Transition Board and the Assets and 
Liabilities Transition Board shall adopt procedural rules and systems 
to govern its activities. 


(6) Powers of the Transition Board and the Assets and 
Liabilities Transition Board - (a) Each Board may exercise the 
powers, as specified in this section, of the existing councils of the 
former municipalities which form part of the Board. 


(b) Each Board may require that the existing councils of the 
former municipalities forming the Board shall not exercise certain 
powers, as specified in this section, without first obtaining the 
approval of the Board. 


(c) During the term of the Boards, each Board may exercise the 
powers, as specified in this section, which the council of the new 
municipality will have when it is amalgamated. 


(7) Specified Powers of the Transition Board - The Transition 
Board may: 


(a) recommend transition plans to ithe former municipalities 
or to the new City; 


(b) monitor studies, research and consultations regarding 
municipal functions, organizations, staffing, standards 
and performance; 


(c) require the production of financial and other data, infor- 
mation and statistics from each of the former municipali- 
ties and their local boards; 


(d) recommend organizational structures, administrative and 
management systems and related human resource policies 
for the new City; 


(e) recommend those expenditures and contracts where 
necessary for transitional purposes; 


(f) require the approval of the Board before a former munici- 
pality purchases, leases or disposes of any asset not 
provided for in the 1997 budget; 


(g) recommend mechanisms for identifying, selecting and 
appointing employees to the new City; 


(h) supervise negotiations and recommend entering into 
agreements with employees and groups of employees; 


(i) make determinations on issues referred to the Board by 
the Assets and Liabilities Transition Board, as described 
in subsections (9) and (10) of this section; 


(j) recommend future cost sharing and representation for the 
Belleville General Hospital, the Hastings Heritage Trail 
and 9-1-1; 


(k) develop and recommend transition plans for the orderly 
transfer of the county roads operations to the new City in 
accordance with section 11 of this Order; 


(1) determine in consultation with the County of Hastings 
which artifacts of the Hastings County Museum are 
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owned by the County and are to be retained by the 
County in order to facilitate the orderly transfer of the 
remaining assets of the Hastings County Museum to the 
new municipality, as described in subsection 12 (1) of this 
Order; 


(m) prepare a report for the consideration of the council of the 
new City recommending the service options available and 
steps that would be necessary for the new City to take if it 
wanted to expand the service areas of the public utilities 
commission and the police services board to include the 
entire geographic area of the new City; 


(n) establish and implement communications plans for 
employees and the public; 


(0) retain consultants and advisors for the purposes of the 
Board and incur expenses on behalf of the Board and 
their consultants and advisors; and 


(p) allocate the costs for transitional activities in accordance 
with subsection (8) of this section. 


(8) Costs of Transition Board and Assets and Liabilities 
Transition Board - The Transition Board shall allocate the costs for 
transitional activities including direct and indirect costs for the opera- 
tion of the Transition Board and the Assets and Liabilities Transition 
Board, employee voluntary exit payments and severance payments 
made in 1997 to the former municipalities according to each former 
municipality's share of the costs. 


(9) Requirements on Assets and Liabilities Transition 
Board - (a) The Assets and Liabilities Transition Board shall complete 
a report on the final adjustment of assets and liabilities of the former 
municipalities no later than December 31, 1997 for the consideration 
of the new City, as described in subsection 6 (2) of this Order. 


(9) (b) In the event that a treasurer on the Assets and Liabilities 
Transition Board is unable to approve any matter referred to in para- 
graphs (a) and (b) of subsection (10) of this section, the matter shall be 
referred to the Transition Board. 


(10) Powers of the Assets and Liabilities Transition Board - 
The Assets and Liabilities Transition Board may: 


(a) review and approve all financial transactions of the former 
municipalities in excess of $25,000.00 that are not 
included in the approved municipal operating or capital 
budgets for 1997; and 


(b) review and approve all expenditures of the former munici- 
palities, during 1997, from reserves and reserve funds, 
financial commitments which extend beyond December 
31, 1997 and the acceleration of any project originally 
scheduled to commence after December 31, 1997. 


(11) Approval of Financial Matters by the Assets and Liabil- 
ities Transition Board - (a) The approval of the Assets and Liabilities 
Transition Board shall be required for all financial transactions of the 
former municipalities in excess of $25,000.00 that are not included in 
the approved municipal operating or capital budgets for 1997. 


(11) (b) The approval of the Assets and Liabilities Transition 
Board shall be required for all expenditures of the former municipali- 
ties, during 1997, from reserves and reserve funds, financial commit- 
ments which extend beyond December 31, 1997 and the acceleration 
of any project originally scheduled to commence after December 31, 
1997. 


14. Advisory Committee - (1) A Technical Advisory Com- 
mittee shall be established on or after the date of this Order. 


(2) The Technical Advisory Committee shall be comprised of 
the Administrators of the former municipalities constituting the new 
City and the Administrator of the County of Hastings where matters 
relating to the County arise. 


(3) The Technical Advisory Committee will provide support, 
information and advice to the Transition Board. 


15. Dispute Resolution: 


(1) Mediation - A dispute arising out of the interpretation of this 
Order may be resolved through mediation: 


(a) any of the former municipalities or the County may retain 
a mediator, the costs of which shall be shared equally 
between the former municipalities and the County where 
issues relating to the County arise. 


(b) If the dispute is not resolved through mediation, any one 
of the former municipalities or the County may: 


(i) refer the matter in dispute to the council of the new 
City for resolution; or 


(ii) refer the matter in dispute to arbitration as set out in 
subsection 15 (2). 


(2) Arbitration - An issue arising out of the interpretation of 
this Order may be referred to arbitration to resolve the dispute in 
accordance with the Arbitration Act, 1991, with the responsibility for 
costs related to arbitration to be shared equally between the former 
municipalities and the County where issues relating to the County 
arise. 


16. Boundary Description - The boundary of the new City is 
the external boundaries of the former Corporation of the City of 
Belleville and the former Corporation of the Township of Thurlow.

ORDER MADE UNDER THE 
MUNICIPAL ACT 
R.S.O. 1990, c. M.45 


ORDER 


WHEREAS subsection 25.2 (2) of the Municipal Act authorizes 
a municipality or local body in a locality to make a restructuring 
proposal to restructure municipalities; 


AND WHEREAS The Corporation of the Village of Madoc and 
The Corporation of the Township of Huntingdon have each passed 
council resolutions supporting a restructuring proposal for amalgam- 
ation into the new Corporation of the Municipality of Centre Hastings; 


AND WHEREAS the restructuring proposal meets the require- 
ments of section 25.2 of the Municipal Act; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.2 (4) of the Munic- 
ipal Act, the Minister of Municipal Affairs and Housing orders as 
follows: 


1. Restructuring - On January 1, 1998, The Corporation of 
the Village of Madoc and The Corporation of the Township of 
Huntingdon are amalgamated as a Township under the name of The 
Corporation of the Municipality of Centre Hastings (hereinafter, the 
“new Municipality of Centre Hastings” or the “new municipality”) 
within the County of Hastings. 


2. Municipal Election - (1) A regular municipal election will be 
held in November, 1997 as if the municipalities and local boards had 
already been restructured. 


(2) The Clerk responsible for conducting the November, 1997 
municipal election shall be the Clerk of The Corporation of the Town- 
ship of Huntingdon. 
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(3) The Transition Board established under section 1!1 of this 
Order shall exercise the powers of a council for the purpose of holding 
the 1997 regular municipal election under the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996. 


(4) The costs of the regular municipal election in November, 
1997 shall be shared equally between the two former municipalities. 


3. Extension of Terms of Office - (1) The terms of office of the 
council members of the councils of The Corporation of the Village of 
Madoc and The Corporation of the Township of Huntingdon and the 
terms of office of the members of any local boards of these former 
municipalities are extended to and including December 31, 1997. 


(2) The County council representatives of the former municipal- 
ities shall continue to sit on County council until and including 
December 31, 1997, and shall have the same number of votes as they 
did on November 30, 1997. 


4. Representation, New Council: 


(1) Composition of Council - The council of the new Munici- 
pality of Centre Hastings shall be composed of five (5) members, the 
head of council, known as the Reeve, the Deputy Reeve and three 
members of council. 


(2) Election of Council Members - The Reeve and Deputy 
Reeve shall be elected at large, and the three members of council shall 
be elected by ward, on the following basis: 


(a) One member of council shall be elected from Ward #1; 
and 


(b) Two members of council shall be elected from Ward #2. 


(3) Number of Votes on Council - Each member of council 
shall have one vote. 


(4) County Council Representative - The Reeve of the new 
Municipality of Centre Hastings shall sit on County council and shall 
have one vote. 


5. Wards: 


(1) The new Municipality of Centre Hastings shall be divided 
into two wards as of January |, 1998, as described in subsection (2). 


(2) The two wards of the new Municipality of Centre Hastings 
are comprised as follows: 


(a) Ward #1 is composed of the entire area of the former 
Village of Madoc. 


(b) Ward #2 is composed of the entire area of the former 
Township of Huntingdon. 


6. Local Boards: 
6.1 Hydro-Electric Commission - 


(1) As of January 1, 1998, the Madoc Hydro-Electric Commis- 
sion shall become the hydro-electric commission of the new Munici- 
pality of Centre Hastings, to be called the Hydro-Electric Commission 
of The Corporation of the Municipality of Centre Hastings. 


(2) As of January |, 1998, the Hydro-Electric Commission of 
The Corporation of the Municipality of Centre Hastings shall be 
composed of the newly elected head of council (the Reeve) and two 
commissioners to be appointed by the council of the new Municipality 
of Centre Hastings from members of the public who are qualified elec- 
tors under section 17 of the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


(3) The new hydro-electric commission of the new Municipality 
of Centre Hastings shall continue to provide hydro service to the rate- 
payers of the geographic area of the former Village of Madoc and to 
the ratepayers of the properties known as Municipal Number 43 


Seymour Street East and Municipal Numbers 87, 97 and 107 Seymour 
Street West of the former Township of Huntingdon. 


(4) As of January |, 1998, the by-laws and resolutions of the 
former Madoc Hydro-Electric Commission that relate to the distribu- 
tion and supply of electrical power shall be deemed to be the by-laws 
and resolutions of the new Hydro-Electric Commission of The Corpo- 
ration of the Municipality of Centre Hastings. 


(5) All assets and liabilities, rights and obligations, including 
employees, of the Madoc Hydro-Electric Commission that relate to 
the distribution and supply of electrical power shall become the assets 
and liabilities, rights and obligations, including employees, of the new 
Hydro-Electric Commission of The Corporation of the Municipality 
of Centre Hastings. 


6.2 Library Board - 


(1) The Madoc Public Library Board is dissolved as of January 
1, 1998. 


(2) A new library board, known as The Corporation of the 
Municipality of Centre Hastings Public Library Board, is established 
as of January |, 1998. 


(3) The new Board shall be composed of members and operated 
in accordance with the Public Libraries Act. 


6.3 Other Local Boards - 


As of January |, 1998 the Madoc and District Recreation Centre 
Board is dissolved and a new recreation centre board, known as 
the Municipality of Centre Hastings Recreation Centre Board, is 
established. 


7. Financial Issues: 


7.1 Taxes - Any unpaid realty and business taxes. charges or 
rates levied by the former municipalities under any legislation prior to 
amalgamation shall be payable to the new Municipality of Centre 
Hastings and may be collected in the same manner as if they had been 
imposed by the new Municipality of Centre Hastings. 


7.2 Reserves and Reserve Funds - (1) The working funds 
reserves of the former municipalities shall become the working funds 
reserves of the new Municipality of Centre Hastings. 


(2) The surpluses of the former municipalities shall become the 
surpluses of the new Municipality of Centre Hastings. 


(3) (a) The new Municipality of Centre Hastings shall provide 
for a special mill rate adjustment to reduce the real property and busi- 
ness taxes in the area of a former municipality by the amount of the 
reserves and reserve funds not designated for specific purposes that 
were established by the former municipality on or before December 
S1 1997. 


(3) (b) The special mill rate adjustment in subsection (3) (a) 
shall provide for the reduction in taxes to be phased in over a three 
year period, commencing in 1998, in equal installments. 


(4) All reserves and reserve funds dedicated for special purposes 
in the former municipalities shall become the special reserves and 
reserve funds of the new Municipality of Centre Hastings and shall be 
maintained and used only by the new Municipality of Centre Hastings 
for the benefit of the respective geographic areas of the former munic- 
ipalities and only for the purposes for which they were designated on 
December 31, 1997 by the former municipalities. 


(5) A reserve fund shall be established by the new Municipality 
of Centre Hastings into which shall be deposited the proceeds received 
by the new municipality from the sale of certain lands in the 
geographic area of the former Village of Madoc, as described in 
Schedule A. 
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(6) A reserve fund shall be established by the new Municipality 
of Centre Hastings into which shall be deposited the proceeds received 
by the new municipality from the sale of certain lands in the 
geographic area of the former Township of Huntingdon, as described 
in Schedule B. 


(7) The reserve funds established under subsections (5) and (6) 
shall be used only by the new Municipality of Centre Hastings for the 
benefit of the ratepayers of the geographic area of the former munici- 
pality that originally owned the land. 


7.3 Area Rating - All debts created prior to January 1, 1998 that 
are recoverable by a former municipality through the general mill rate 
shall be area rated back to the taxpayers of the former municipality by 
the new Municipality of Centre Hastings. This will result in a special 
mill rate for the taxpayers of the former municipality that originally 
incurred the debt until it is retired. 


8. Continuation of By-laws and Resolutions - (1) All by-laws 
and resolutions of the former municipalities and their local boards 
shall become the by-laws and resolutions of the new Municipality of 
Centre Hastings and its local boards and shall remain in force in the 
areas of the former municipalities until amended or repealed by the 
council or board of the new Municipality of Centre Hastings. 


(2) All by-laws and resolutions of the former municipalities that 
could not be lawfully repealed before restructuring shall remain in 
force as by-laws and resolutions of the new Municipality of Centre 
Hastings. 


9. Continuation of Official Plans and Zoning By-laws - Any 
zoning by-law and any official plan or amendments thereto of the 
former municipalities approved under the Planning Act shall be 
deemed to be a zoning by-law and an official plan of the new Munici- 
pality of Centre Hastings and shall remain in force until amended or 
repealed by the new Municipality of Centre Hastings under the Plan- 
ning Act. 


10. Transitional Provisions: 


(1) Assets and Liabilities - All assets and liabilities, rights and 
obligations, including employees, of the former municipalities and 
their local boards shall become the assets and liabilities, rights and 
obligations, including employees, of the new Municipality of Centre 
Hastings and its local boards. 


(2) Tax Sales in Process - Tax sales currently in process in the 
former municipalities and not completed by the effective date of the 
restructuring shall become the tax sales in process of the new Munici- 
pality of Centre Hastings.

() retain employees and advisors for the purposes of the 
Board and incur expenses on behalf of the Board and 
their employees and advisors; 


(k) apportion to each former municipality its share of the 
Board’s costs associated with the exercise of the powers 
of the Board; 


(1) establish a human resources transition protocol; 


(m) identify, select and appoint employees to the new munici- 
pality and establish mechanisms for carrying out these 
functions; 


(n) establish uniform policies relating to offers of employ- 
ment for positions in the new municipality or termination 
of employment, and ensure their fair application; 


(0) offer employees of the former municipalities employment 
with the new municipality, inducements to terminate 
employment, severance allowances, training assistance or 
such other benefits as are necessary to fill the positions in 
the new municipality or to meet the requirements of the 
budget of the new municipality for 1998; 


(p) negotiate and enter into agreements with employees and 
groups of employees of the former municipalities and the 
new municipality; 
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(q) issue notices of layoff, or provide for severance or 
compensation in lieu of notice or both notice and 
compensation, as required; 


(r) make a determination on or before December 31, 1997 as 
to the final adjustment of assets and liabilities to take 
effect on January |, 1998; 


(s) establish protocol in any discussions with neighbouring 
municipalities; 


(t) execute on behalf of former municipalities any agree- 
ments with other municipalities; and 


(u) adopt by-laws for the purposes of the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996. 


12. Dispute Resolution: 


(1) Mediation - A dispute arising out of the interpretation of this 
Order may be resolved through mediation: 


(a) any of the former municipalities or the Transition Board 
may retain a mediator, the costs of which shall be shared 
equally between the parties. 


(b) If the dispute is not resolved through mediation, any one 
of the parties may: 


(i) refer the matter in dispute to the council of the new 
Municipality of Centre Hastings for resolution; or 


(ii) refer the matter in dispute to arbitration as set out in 
subsection 12 (2). 


(2) Arbitration - An issue arising out of the interpretation of 
this Order may be referred to arbitration to resolve the dispute in 
accordance with the Arbitration Act, 1991, with the responsibility for 
costs related to arbitration to be determined in accordance with the 
Act. 


13. Boundary Description - The boundary of the new Munici- 
pality of Centre Hastings is the external boundaries of the former 
Corporation of the Township of Huntingdon and the former Corpora- 
tion of the Village of Madoc.

2. (1) Subsection 5 (1) of the Regulation is amended by striking 
out the last three lines and substituting “the owner of a mine or 
mining plant shall ensure that the drawings, plans and specifications 
are prepared or checked by a professional engineer under his or her 
seal and signature and are in compliance with the Act and this 
Regulation.”

(2) The owner of a mine or mining plant shall ensure that the 
drawings, plans and specifications required under subsection (1) are 
kept readily available at the mine site.

processes. Since that time, there has been considerable study of 
Ontario workers in the nickel industry.

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CONCLUSIONS, FINDINGS AND RECOMMENDATIONS 


In the following pages the Panel bases its findings on the subcohorts 
of mining, milling, smelting and refining in terms of the Bradford Hill 
criteria. Since all of the cases of laryngeal cancer occurred following 
the onset of exposures, temporality has been met in all cases and will 
not be dealt with individually. 


In dealing with the Hill criteria of specificity the Panel noted that 
workplace exposures for nickel production workers include many 
carcinogenic agents for respiratory tract cancers. This fact makes it 
very difficult to single out one specific workplace carcinogen for 
laryngeal cancer. Accordingly the test for specificity has not been met; 
however as Bradford Hill warned, there may be over-reliance on the 
specificity criterion. 


Finally, with respect to the issue of biological plausibility, all workers 
in the primary nickel industry could be exposed to respirable dusts, 
mists and fumes. Since these dusts, mists and fumes contain known 
respiratory carcinogens, it is therefore, biologically plausible that 
laryngeal cancer is occupationally related in these workers.

ws Data from Julian and Muir calculated by ODP staff show a statisti- 
cally significant elevated SIR of 174 (95% CI 111-259) for miners 
with more than 25 years exposure. 


gw Shannon and Roberts, on an examination of fatal laryngeal cases 
only, found a statistically significant SMR of 400 (95% CI 
109-1024) for miners; 


w A clear dose-response relationship for laryngeal cancer among 
miners was found; Julian and Muir state: 


In underground miners, an increasing trend, beginning in the 
15-24 year DOE category, was apparent and statistically signif- 
icant [chi square analysis], even though the individual relative 
risks were not [45].

cant rates of lung and nasal cancers for sinter workers but not for 
nickel smelter workers with no sinter experience. Lung and nasal 
cancers have a low survival rate, which fact may mask the true inci- 
dence of laryngeal cancer for sinter workers. 


The Panel’s Findings and Recommendations 


w The Panel finds that a probable connection between laryngeal 
cancer and nickel exposures in the smelting and sintering processes 
has not been established. However, the high incidence of lung and 
nasal cancers among these workers suggests that laryngeal cancer, 
also a respiratory cancer, could possibly be work-related. 


w In light of this finding, the Panel recommends that cases of laryn- 
geal cancer among smelter and sinter workers be given case by case 
consideration. 


D. REFINING 
Conclusions 


w In Norway, workers in refining operations have a statistically 
significant elevated rate for laryngeal cancer. The highest elevation 
is found among refinery workers in the roasting and smelting 
operations. 


@ In Ontario, the workers in the nickel refinery without sintering 
experience had an elevated overall SIR for laryngeal cancer of 171 
(95% CI 78-325). For sintering workers the rate approximated the 
expected, at an SIR of 96 (95% CI 26-247). 


w Workers in the refinery would have been exposed to known respira- 
tory carcinogens including nickel aerosols, asbestos and sulphuric 
acid. They would also have been exposed to suspected respiratory 
carcinogens including cobalt and arsenic. 


Panel’s Findings and Recommendations 


mw The Panel finds that there is no evidence to dispute the probable 
connection between work in Ontario nickel refineries and elevated 
rates of laryngeal cancer established by the WCB in Policy 
04-04-13. 


w The Panel recommends that WCB adjudicators continue to rely on 
the current policy when evaluating laryngeal cancer claims from 


nickel refinery workers.

GUIDELINE RESPECTING CONFLICT OF INTEREST 
IN THE PROVISION OF 
MEDICAL AND REHABILITATION SERVICES 


[This Guideline is issued pursuant to section 268.3 of the Insurance 
Act, R.S.O. 1990, c.1.8, as amended. ] 


The Treatment Plan 


The Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule — Accidents on or after 
November 1, 1996 (SABS) sets out a new procedure for insured 
persons to follow when applying for medical and rehabilitation 
benefits. 


The insured person must submit a Treatment Plan completed by a 
member of a health profession before incurring expenses for medical 
or rehabilitation services. For the purposes of the SABS, the Treat- 
ment Plan form is the application form for medical and rehabilitation 
benefits. The Commissioner has approved OCF-18/59 as the Treat- 
ment Plan form to be used under the SABS. 


When an insured person applies for medical and rehabilitation bene- 
fits, the insurer will review the Treatment Plan and decide what goods 
and services it is prepared to pay for. However, an insurer may waive 
the requirement for a Treatment Plan where the insurer has agreed to 
pay for the goods or services. 


In addition, an insurer is required to pay for chiropractic or physio- 
therapy treatment within the first six weeks following the accident, 
pending the outcome of any dispute over such services. The insured 
person can attend up to 15 treatments, during the initial six week 
period, provided that the insured person has submitted a Treatment 
Plan to the insurer before commencing treatment. 


Obligation to Disclose Conflicts of Interest 


There are obligations in respect to conflicts of interest imposed on 
three different groups: health professionals; lawyers, or other persons 
representing claimants; and insurers. 


The obligations with respect to conflicts of interest for health profes- 
sionals arise in the preparation and signing of the Treatment Plan for 
the claimant. The obligations are as follows: 


e The health professional must disclose any conflict of interest he or 
she may have in relation to the treatment plan. 


e In cases where another person has referred the insured to the 
persons who will be providing the goods and services under the 
plan, the health professional must make reasonable efforts to deter- 
mine whether the person who made the referral has a conflict of 
interest. 


e If the other person who referred the insured person to the treating 
facility has a conflict of interest in relation to the treatment plan, 
the health professional must disclose the conflict of interest in the 
treatment plan. 


The OCF- 18/59, the form to be used in the preparation of a treatment 
plan, includes a disclosure statement to be signed by the health profes- 
sional; this satisfies the requirements. 


The obligations of a lawyer or other representative of the claimant is 
to disclose any conflict of interest to the insurer at the time the appli- 
cation for benefits is submitted. 


The insurer is required to disclose any conflict of interest to the 
claimant within 14 days of receiving the application, unless it has 
already rejected the application because of a conflict of interest 
disclosed by the health professional or the claimant’s lawyer or other 
representative. 


Conflict of Interest Defined 
Section 38(24) of the SABS defines “conflict of interest”: 
(a) A person has a conflict of interest relating to a treatment plan if, 


(i) the person or a member of the person’s family may receive a 
financial benefit, directly or indirectly, as a result of the 
provision, by a member of the person’s family or another 
person, of goods or services contemplated by the treatment 
plan, and 


(ii) the person who may receive the financial benefit is not the 
employee of the person who will provide the goods or 
services and does not have a contract with the person who 
will provide the goods or services under which goods or 
services of that kind are provided; and 


(b) An insurer has a conflict of interest relating to goods or services 
to which an insured person is referred by the insurer if the 
insurer may receive a financial benefit, directly or indirectly, as 
a result of the provision of the goods or services. 


Member of a Person’s Family Defined 
Section 38(25) of the SABS defines “member of a person’s family”: 


“member of the person’s family” means, in the case of a person 
who is not a corporation, any other person connected with the 
person by blood relationship, marriage or adoption, and 


(a) persons are connected by blood relationship if one is the 
child or other descendent of the other or one is the brother 
or sister of the other, 


(b) persons are connected by marriage if one is the spouse of 
the other or of a person who is connected by blood relation- 
ship to the other, and 


(c) persons are connected by adoption if one has been adopted, 
either legally or in fact, as the child of the other or as the 
child of a person who is connected by blood relationship 
(otherwise than as a brother or sister) to the other. 


Commentary 
Purpose of Disclosure 


The purpose of this provision is to identify situations where referrals 
for profit are likely to exist and where a party is in a position to unduly 
influence the course of treatment to their own pecuniary advantage. 


Where a conflict of interest exists, the possibility arises that the inter- 
ests of the insured person might not always be paramount. Therefore, 
where a conflict of interest does exist, the party having the conflict is 
required to disclose it. Some typical situations that arise are set out 
below as guidance: 


Self-Referrals 


e The conflict of interest provisions indicate that the person 
who receives a financial benefit would have to profit from 
services provided by another person. Therefore, if the 
health professional who prepares the Treatment Plan is the 
person who will treat the insured person, no conflict of 
interest exists. 


Referrals within a Facility 


e The conflict of interest provisions are also not intended to 
extend to co-workers within a facility. If the person 
completing the Treatment Plan is employed by or is under 
contract with the same facility that provides the treatment, 
no conflict of interest exists. 
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Referrals for Profit 


e If the person who prepares the Treatment Plan receives a 
financial benefit for referring the insured person to a treat- 
ment facility, a conflict of interest exists. However, no 
conflict of interest exists if the person who prepares the 
Treatment Plan is an employee of the same facility that will 
be carrying out the treatment. 


e If the insured person is referred to a treatment facility by 
another person who will receive a financial benefit, a 
conflict of interest exists. However, no conflict of interest 
exists if the person making the referral is an employee of 
the same facility. 


Financial Benefit 


The regulation provides that a conflict of interest exists if the health 
professional, lawyer or representative of the insured, or a member of 
their family, or the insurance company receives a financial benefit, 
either directly or indirectly, as a result of a referral. 


A financial benefit can consist of any thing of value. For the purposes 
of this regulation, the following types of arrangements would result in 
a financial benefit being received: 


e any benefit received by the person for the referral in the 
form of a referral fee, commission, rebate, or gift; 


e the sharing of profits; 
e __ the expectation of cross referral; 


e obtaining or providing goods or services at prices that are 
substantially higher or lower than the fair market value; 


® an agreement between an insurance company and a 
provider to limit the quantity of services to be provided to 
insureds who are referred to the provider by the company. 


The above examples are illustrative and are not an exhaustive list of 
the types of arrangements that could result in a financial benefit being 
received by a health provider, the insured person’s lawyer or represen- 
tative, or the insurance company. 


Disclosure by a Health Professional 


The regulation places the onus on the health professional completing 
the Treatment Plan form to make inquiries and disclose any conflicts 
of interest on the form. The regulation does not require the health 
professional to provide any other statement respecting conflicts of 
interest. In particular, the health professional is not required to provide 
an insurance company with documented proof that no conflict of 
interest exists. 


Disclosure by the Insurance Company When the Treatment Plan 
is Waived 


If the insurance company waives the requirement for a Treatment 
Plan, the company has an obligation to notify the insured in writing of 
any conflict of interest that the company has with respect to the goods 
or services provided to the insured. 


When a Conflict of Interest is Disclosed 


If a conflict of interest is disclosed by the health professional who 
prepared the Treatment Plan, or by the insured person’s lawyer or 
representative, the insurance company may refuse the Treatment Plan, 
provided that it notifies the insured person within 14 days of receiving 
the plan. In this case, the insured person would have to submit a new 
Treatment Plan that recommends providers who did not have a 
conflict of interest. 


The conflict of interest provisions are not intended to prohibit treat- 
ment when a conflict exists but rather require disclosure of such situa- 


tions. It is intended to eliminate the ability of one of the parties to 
influence the course of treatment for their pecuniary advantage. 
Therefore, the insurance company may approve a Treatment Plan 
despite the existence of a conflict and should exercise discretion 
before denying plans based on a conflict of interest. 


When a Conflict of Interest is Not Disclosed, but is Discovered 
After the Commencement of Treatment 


If an insurance company discovers that a conflict of interest exists 
with respect to goods or services provided under a Treatment Plan, the 
company may give the insured person notice that the insured has 14 
days to amend the Treatment Plan to remove the conflict of interest. 
This would mean that the insured person would have to be referred to 
another health provider who did not have a conflict of interest. The 
insured would receive goods or services from the new health provider.

Le programme de traitement 


LAnnexe sur les indemnités d’ accident légales — accidents survenus le 
1* novembre 1996 ou par la suite fixe une nouvelle marche a 
suivre pour les personnes assurées lorsqu’elles font une demande 
de prestation de services médicaux et de réhabilitation. 


La personne assurée doit fournir un programme de traitement rempli 
par un professionnel de la santé avant d’engager les dépenses pour 
obtenir des services médicaux ou de réhabilitation. Aux fins de 
l’Annexe, le formulaire du programme de traitement est la formule de 
demande de prestations de services médicaux et de réhabilitation. Le 
Commissaire a approuvé le formulaire OCF-18/59 comme étant le 
formulaire du programme de traitement qui doit servir en vertu de 
l Annexe. 


Lorsqu’une personne assurée fait une demande de prestations de soins 
médicaux et de réhabilitation, l’assureur examinera le programme de 
traitement et décidera quels biens et services il est prét a payer. 
Cependant, tout assureur peut renoncer a l’exigence d’un programme 
de traitement s’il s’engage a rembourser le coit des biens et services. 


En outre, l’assureur est tenu de payer le traitement de soins de chiro- 
praticiens ou de physiothérapeutes dans les six premiéres semaines qui 
suivent l’accident en attendant les résultats de tout conflit concernant 
lesdits services. La personne assurée peut suivre jusqu’a 15 traite- 
ments au cours de la période initiale de six mois, pourvu qu’elle ait 
présenté un programme de traitement a l’assureur avant d’entamer le 
traitement. 


Obligation de divulguer les conflits d’intéréts 


Les obligations de divulguer les conflits d’intéréts concernent trois 
groupes : les professionnels de la santé, les avocats ou autres représen- 
tants, et les assureurs. 


Pour les professionnels de la santé, ces obligations visent la prépara- 
tion et la signature d’un programme de traitement pour le demandeur. 
Il s’agit des obligations suivantes : 


e Le professionnel de la santé doit divulguer tout conflit d’intéréts 
qu’il peut avoir a l’égard du traitement. 


e Sila personne assurée a été adressée par un tiers aux personnes qui 
fourniront les biens et services décrits dans le programme de traite- 
ment, le professionnel de la santé doit faire des efforts raisonnables 
pour déterminer si le tiers qui a fait la recommandation a un conflit 
d’intéréts. 
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e Si le tiers qui a adressé la personne assurée a |’établissement de 
traitement a un conflit d’intéréts a l’égard du programme de traite- 
ment, le professionnel de la santé doit divulguer le conflit sur le 
formulaire du programme de traitement. 


Le formulaire OCF-18/59, a utiliser dans la préparation d’un 
programme de traitement, prévoit une déclaration de divulgation a 
signer par le professionnel de la santé; cette déclaration est suffisante. 


L’avocat ou un autre représentant du demandeur doit divulguer tout 
conflit d’intéréts a l’assureur, au moment ov la demande de prestations 
est présentée. 


L’assureur est tenu de divulguer tout conflit d’intéréts au demandeur 
dans les 14 jours suivant réception de la demande, 4 moins qu’il n’ait 
déja rejeté la demande pour cause de conflit d’intéréts divulgué par le 
professionnel de la santé ou l’avocat ou un autre représentant du 
demandeur. 


Définition de «conflits d’intéréts» 


Les alinéas 38 (24) a) et b) de l’Annexe donnent une définition de 
«conflit d’intéréts» : 


a) un plan de traitement place une personne dans une situation de 
conflit d’ intéréts si les conditions suivantes sont réunies : 


(i) la personne ou un membre de la famille de la personne peut 
recevoir, directement ou indirectement, un avantage finan- 
cier a la suite de la fourniture, par un membre de la famille 
de la personne ou par une autre personne, de biens ou de 
services prévus par le plan de traitement, 


(ii) la personne qui peut recevoir I’ avantage financier n’ est pas 
l’employé de la personne qui fournira les biens ou les 
services ni n’a conclu avec elle de contrat prévoyant la 
fourniture de tels biens ou services; 


b) des biens ou des services qu’il recommande a la personne 
assurée placent l’assureur dans une situation de conflit 
d’intéréts s’il peut recevoir, directement ou indirectement, un 
avantage financier a la suite de la fourniture de ces biens ou 
services. 


Définition de «membre de la famille» 


Les alinéas 38 (25) a) et b) de 1’Annexe donnent une définition de 
«membre de la famille» 


«membre de la famille» Dans le cas d’une personne physique, 
s’entend de toute autre personne qui lui est liée par le sang, le 
mariage ou l’ adoption. A cette fin : 


a) deux personnes sont liées par le sang si l'une est l’enfant ou un 
autre descendant de |’ autre ou encore le frére ou la soeur de 
l’ autre; 


b) deux personnes sont liées par le mariage si I’ une est le conjoint 
de I’ autre ou d’ une personne qui est liée al’ autre par le sang; 


c) deux personnes sont liées par l’adoption si l'une a été adoptée, 
légalement ou de fait, comme enfant de I’ autre ou comme enfant 
d'une personne qui est liée a l'autre par le sang autrement qu’a 
titre de frére ou de soeur. 


Observations 


But de la divulgation 


Le but de la présente divulgation est de faire ressortir les cas ov les 
recommandations en vue de gagner un profit risquent d’exister et 
lorsqu’une partie est en mesure d’influer sur le cours du traitement 
dans son propre intérét pécuniaire. 


Lorsqu’un conflit d’intéréts existe, il se peut que les intéréts de la 
personne assurée ne soient pas toujours au premier plan. Par 
conséquent, lorsqu’un conflit d’intéréts existe, la partie qui est en 
conflit est tenue de le divulguer. Nous mentionnons ci-dessous 
certaines situations typiques 4 titre de grandes lignes : 


Auto-recommandations 


e Les dispositions de conflits d’intérét indiquent que la 
personne qui bénéficie d’un avantage financier profiterait 
des services rendus par un tiers. Par conséquent, si le 
professionnel de la santé qui prépare le plan de traitement 
est la personne qui va soigner la personne assurée, aucun 
conflit d’intéréts n’existe. 


Recommandations au sein d’ un établissement 


e Les dispositions de conflits d’intéréts ne visent pas non plus 
les collégues au sein d’un établissement. Si la personne qui 
remplit le programme de traitement est employée par le 
méme établissement qui fournit le traitement ou a une rela- 
tion contractuelle avec celui-ci, aucun conflit d’intéréts 
n’existe. 


Recommandations aux fins de profits 


e Si la personne qui prépare le programme de traitement 
bénéficie d’un avantage financier parce qu’elle adresse la 
personne assurée 4 un établissement de traitement, il y a 
conflit d’intéréts. Cependant, aucun conflit d’intéréts 
n’existe si la personne qui prépare le programme de traite- 
ment est un employé de 1’établissement qui effectuera le 
traitement. 


e Si la personne assurée est adressée a un établissement de 
traitement par une personne qui bénéficiera d’un avantage 
financier, il y a conflit d’intéréts. Cependant, aucun conflit 
d’intéréts n’existe si la personne qui fait la recommandation 
est un employé du méme établissement. 


Avantages financiers 


La réglementation stipule qu’il y a conflit d’intéréts si le professionnel 
de la santé, l’avocat ou le représentant de |’assuré ou un membre 
de la famille, ou la compagnie d’assurance bénéficie d’un avantage 
financier, soit directement soit indirectement a la suite d’une 
recommandation. 


Un avantage financier peut consister en quelque chose de valeur. Aux 
fins de la présente réglementation, les catégories suivantes d’ententes 
aboutiraient 4 un avantage financier : 


e tout avantage dont bénéficierait la personne pour la recom- 
mandation sous forme d’honoraires, de commissions, de 
rabais ou de cadeaux; 


e le partage des profits; 
e __l’attente de recommandations réciproques; 


e _’obtention ou la prestation de biens ou services a des prix 
qui sont considérablement plus élevés ou moins élevés que 
la juste valeur marchande; 


¢ une entente avec la compagnie d’assurance et un fournis- 
seur de limiter la quantité des services qui seront fournis 
aux assurés qui sont recommandés au fournisseur par la 
compagnie. 


Les exemples ci-dessus sont fournis 4 titre d’exemples et ne constit- 
uent pas une liste exhaustive de toutes les catégories d’ententes qui 
pourraient déboucher sur un avantage financier recu par un fournis- 
seur de soins de santé, par l’avocat ou le représentant de la personne 
assurée, ou la compagnie d’assurance. 
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Divulgation par un professionnel de la santé 


La réglementation impose au professionnel de la santé qui remplit le 
formulaire de programme de traitement de se renseigner et de 
divulguer tout conflit d’intéréts sur le formulaire. La réglementation 
n’exige pas qu’il fournisse d’autres déclarations concernant les 
conflits d’intéréts. En particulier, il n’est pas tenu de fournir a la 
compagnie d’assurance des preuves documentées qu’aucun conflit 
d’intéréts n’existe. 


Divulgation par la compagnie d’assurance si elle renonce 
au programme de traitement 


Si la compagnie d’assurance renonce 4 l’exigence d’un programme de 
traitement, elle a l’obligation d’informer l’assuré par écrit de tout 
conflit d’intéréts que la compagnie peut avoir a l’égard des biens et 
services qui lui sont fournis. 


En cas de divulgation d’un conflit d’intéréts 


Si un conflit d’intéréts est divulgué par le professionnel de la santé qui 
a préparé le programme de traitement ou par |’avocat ou le représen- 
tant de la personne assurée, la compagnie d’assurance peut refuser le 
programme de traitement pourvu qu’elle informe la personne assurée 
dans les 14 jours ov elle a recu le programme. Dans ce cas, la personne 
assurée doit soumettre un nouveau programme de traitement qui 
recommande des fournisseurs qui n’ont pas de conflits d’ intéréts. 


Les dispositions relatives aux conflits d’intéréts ne visent pas 4 inter- 
dire le traitement lorsqu’un conflit d’intéréts existe, mais plutot a 
rendre obligatoire la divulgation de ces circonstances. Elle vise a 
éliminer la possibilité que l’une des parties influe sur le cours du trait- 
ement dans son intérét pécuniaire. Par conséquent, la compagnie 
d’assurance peut approuver un programme de traitement en dépit de 
Vexistence d’un conflit d’intéréts et doit exercer sa discrétion avant de 
refuser les programmes qui reposent sur un conflit d’intéréts. 


Cas de conflits d’intéréts non divulgués, mais découverts apres 
le début du traitement 


Si une compagnie d’assurance découvre qu’un conflit d’intéréts existe 
a l’égard des biens ou services fournis en vertu d’un programme de 
traitement, elle peut donner a l’assuré un avis d’aprés lequel il a 14 
jours pour modifier le programme de traitement afin d’éliminer le 
conflit d’intéréts. Ceci veut dire que la personne assurée devrait étre 
adressée a un autre fournisseur de soins de santé qui n’a pas de conflits 
d’intéréts. L’assuré bénéficierait alors des biens ou services du 
nouveau fournisseur.

PART I 
GENERAL 


INTERPRETATION 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 


“associated group” means, in respect of a corporation or qualifying 
small business, the corporation or qualifying small business and all 
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corporations and qualifying small businesses that are deemed to be 
associated with it for the purposes of section 66.1 of the Act; 


“qualifying obligation” means a debt obligation issued after May 7, 


1996 and before January 1, 2000 by a corporation that is a qualifying 
small business corporation at the time the obligation is issued unless, 
under the terms of the obligation or any agreement relating to the 
obligation, 


(a) the corporation is or may be required to repay more than 5 per 
cent of the principal amount of the obligation in any of the first 
five years following the date the obligation is issued, except in 
the event that the corporation becomes bankrupt or commits a 
default under the agreement or instrument under which the 
obligation was issued, 


(b) the holder of the obligation may exchange or convert the 
obligation within five years after the date of its issue into a share 
or debt obligation that is not a qualifying share or qualifying 
obligation of the corporation, 


(c) the obligation, whether as a result of its terms or as a result of any 
security provided by the corporation, is not subordinate in right 
of repayment to all other debt obligations of the corporation, 
other than the payment of obligations owing to a shareholder of 
the corporation or obligations each of which is a qualifying 
obligation issued to a bank or to a specified corporation in which 
the bank had an ownership interest at the time the obligation was 
issued, 


(d) the corporation is restricted from incurring other debts, or 


(€) a government, municipality or other public authority in Canada 
is or may be required to provide a guarantee or similar indemnity 
with respect to the obligation; 


“qualifying partnership” means a partnership that carries on an active 


business primarily in Ontario through one or more permanent 
establishments in Ontario if, 


(a) all or substantially all of the fair market value of the 
partnership’s assets is attributable to assets used principally in 
the active business, and 


(b) all members of the partnership that are partnerships are 
qualifying partnerships; 


“qualifying share” means a share, issued after May 7, 1996 and before 


January 1, 2000, of the capital stock of a corporation that is a qualify- 
ing small business corporation at the time the share is issued, unless 
under the terms and conditions of the share, any agreement relating 
to the share or any agreement entered into by the corporation or a 
person related to the corporation, 


(a) the corporation or a person related to the corporation may be 
required to redeem, acquire or cancel the share, or reduce the 
paid-up capital in respect of the share, within five years after the 
date of its issue, unless the redemption, acquisition or 
cancellation arises as a result of an exchange or conversion of 
the share into a qualifying share or qualifying obligation of the 
corporation, 


(b) the holder of the share may exchange or convert the share within 
five years after the date of its issue into a share or obligation that 
is not a qualifying share or qualifying obligation of the 
corporation, or 


(c) a government, municipality or other public authority in Canada 
is or may be required to provide a guarantee or similar indemnity 
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with respect to the share or compensate any person for any loss 
that may be realized in respect of the share; 


“qualifying small business” means a business carried on in Ontario by 
a qualifying sole proprietor or by the partners of a qualifying 
partnership if, 


(a) the business is carried on by the proprietor or the partners of the 
partnership through one or more permanent establishments in 
Ontario, and 


(b) all or substantially all of the fair market value of the assets of the 
qualifying sole proprietorship used in carrying on the business, 
or of the qualifying partnership carrying on the business, is 
attributable to assets used principally in an active business 
carried on primarily in Ontario; 


“qualifying sole proprietor” means an individual ordinarily resident in 
Ontario. 


(2) For the purposes of this Regulation, the definition of “permanent 
establishment” in section 2600 of the regulations made under the 
Income Tax Act (Canada) applies with such modifications as the circum- 
stances require in determining if an activity or business is carried on 
through a permanent establishment in Ontario. 


(3) A reference in this regulation to, 


(a) the making of an investment in a qualifying small business 
includes the making of a loan to the person or persons carrying 
on the business to be used in carrying on that business; 


(b) the holder of an investment means the lender or assignee of the 
lender in the case of a loan to a person other than a corporation; 
and 


(c) an investment that has been issued includes a loan that has been 
made to a person other than a corporation. 


(4) Corporations and qualifying small businesses shall be deemed to 
be associated with each other for the purposes of section 66.1 of the Act 
if on the application of the following rules they would be associated 
under section 256 of the Income Tax Act (Canada): 


1. A qualifying sole proprietor shall be deemed to be a corporation, 
all the issued shares of the capital stock of which are owned by 
the sole proprietor. 


2. A qualifying partnership shall be deemed to be a corporation 
having only one class of issued shares which have full voting 
rights under all circumstances, and each member of the 
partnership shall be deemed to own the proportion of the number 
of issued shares of the capital stock of the corporation as that 
member’s proportionate share of the income or loss of the 
partnership. 


3. Two partnerships shall be deemed to be associated if each 
member of one partnership is a member of the other partnership 
or is related to at least one member of the other partnership. 


4. A partnership and a member of the partnership shall be deemed 
to be associated if the member is entitled to share in more than 
50 per cent of the profits or capital of the partnership. 


5. A corporation or qualifying small business that is deemed to be 
associated with another corporation or qualifying small business 
shall be deemed to be associated with every corporation and 
qualifying small business deemed to be associated with the other 
corporation or qualifying small business. 


(5) If a qualifying small business corporation or qualifying small 
business employs one or more employees in connection with a business 
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carried on by it, the corporation or small business shall be deemed to 
carry on that business primarily in Ontario at a particular time if not less 
than 50 per cent of the salaries and wages paid by the corporation or 
small business in connection with the business during the six months 
prior to that time, or during the period when the corporation or small 
business carried on that business if less than six months prior to that 
time, would be required for the purposes of Part If of Regulation 183 
of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 to be included in the 
amount of salary or wages paid to employees of a permanent establish- 
ment of the corporation in Ontario. 


AMOUNT OF CONSIDERATION FOR ELIGIBLE INVESTMENT 


2. (1) The amount of consideration for which an eligible invest- 
ment is issued shall be calculated as the aggregate consideration 
expressed in Canadian currency for which the eligible investment is 
issued or made. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), if a bank or specified corporation makes 
an eligible investment in a qualifying smail business corporation or 
qualifying small business in substitution for another investment in the 
corporation or business, other than a short-term loan, the following 
rules apply: 


1. The consideration for which the eligible investment is issued 
shall be deemed to be the amount, if any, by which the amount 
of the consideration otherwise determined under this section 
exceeds the fair market value of the other investment 
immediately before the substitution. 


2. The consideration for which the eligible investment is issued, as 
determined under paragraph 1, shail not be greater than the 
amount, if any, by which the fair market value of the eligible 
investment issued in substitution for the other investment 
exceeds the fair market value of the other investment. 


(3) Despite subsections (1) and (2), if a bank or specified corpora- 
tion in which the bank holds an ownership interest, or both, makes a 
series of two or more eligible investments in the same qualifying small 
business corporation or qualifying small business, or in two or more 
corporations or businesses in the same associated group, and it is rea- 
sonable to consider that the bank or specified corporation, or both as the 
case may be, made the series of investments instead of one or more 
larger investments in order to obtain a benefit under section 66.1 of the 
Act, or a benefit in a greater amount than otherwise would be available, 
the series of investments shall be deemed to be one single investment. 


(4) In this section, 
“short-term loan” means a loan that,

AMOUNT OF ELIGIBLE INVESTMENT 


3. For the purposes of subsection 66.1 (9) of the Act, the amount of 
an eligible investment in a qualifying small business corporation or 
qualifying small business is determined under the following rules: 


1. If the consideration for which the eligible investment is issued 
is greater than $1,000,000, the amount of the eligible investment 
is the amount of the consideration.

QUALIFYING AMOUNT OF ELIGIBLE INVESTMENT 


4. (1) If a qualifying small business corporation is associated with 
a qualifying small business for the purposes of section 66.1 of the Act, 
the qualifying amount of an eligible investment in the qualifying small 
business corporation shall be determined under subsection 66.1 (9) of 
the Act as if references in that subsection to the corporation’s corporate 
group were references to the associated group that includes the 
corporation. 


(2) The qualifying amount of an eligible investment made by a bank 
or a specified corporation in a qualifying small business shall be 
determined under subsections 66.1 (9), (10) and (11) of the Act, read 
with such modifications as the circumstances require, and, in the 
application of those subsections, references to the corporate group shall 
be read as references to the associated group that includes the 
qualifying small business.

ELIGIBLE INVESTMENT 


§. (1) For the purposes of clause 66.1 (7) (b) of the Act, an 
investment in a qualifying small business corporation is in accordance 
with the rules prescribed by the regulations if the investment is made in 
consideration for the issue by the qualifying small business corporation 
of one or more qualifying shares or qualifying obligations. 


(2) Except as otherwise provided in section 6, a loan to a qualifying 
small business made after May 7, 1996 and before January 1, 2000 by

(b) provides an undertaking to the bank supported by reasonable 
evidence that, 


(i) the amount of the investment will be used by the qualifying

(ii) the qualifying sole proprietor will keep the amount of the 
loan, all property acquired with the proceeds of the loan and 
all other assets used primarily in the business separate from 
his or her assets that are not used in the business. 


(4) The financial statements required under clause (3) (a) shall 
include, 


(a) a balance sheet prepared as of a date not earlier than four months 
prior to the date of the investment; and 


(b) an income statement for a period ending not earlier than four 
months prior to the date of the investment.

CO-OPERATIVE EDUCATION TAX CREDIT 


DEFINITIONS 
1. In this Regulation, 


“qualifying co-operative education program” means an educational 
program or course of study that meets the following requirements:

2. The program or course of study, 


i. includes work placements, each of which is at least 10 
consecutive weeks and at least half of which are mandatory, 
that total not more than 75 per cent of the time spent in 
required academic study and that include mandatory work 
placements totalling at least 30 per cent of the time spent in 
required academic study, or 


li. includes one optional work placement of at least eight 
consecutive months and not more than 16 consecutive 
months that totals at least 30 per cent and not more than 75 
per cent of the time spent in required academic study. 


3. All optional work placements taken under the program or course 
of study must be completed before the start of the final academic 
term. 
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4. The program or course of study provides credit towards a post- 
secondary degree, diploma or certificate granted by an eligible 
educational institution. 


5. All optional qualifying co-op work placements taken by a stu- 
dent under the program or course of study are recorded on the 
student’s academic transcripts. 


6. The Senate, board of governors or other governing body of the

ORDER OF THE COMMISSION 
MADE UNDER THE MUNICIPAL ACT R.S.O. 1990 c. M.45 


TOWN OF GERALDTON, TOWN OF LONGLAC 
TOWNSHIP OF BEARDMORE, TOWNSHIP OF NAKINA 
AND SURROUNDING UNORGANIZED AREA 


1. In this Order, 


“former municipalities” means The Corporation of the Town of 
Geraldton, The Corporation of the Town of Longlac, The Corporation 
of the Township of Beardmore and The Corporation of the Township 
of Nakina as they existed before January |, 1998; and 


“new municipality” means The Corporation of the Municipality of 
Greenstone as established under section 2. 


MUNICIPAL RESTRUCTURING 


2. (1) On January |, 1998, the Town of Geraldton, the Town of 
Longlac, the Township of Beardmore and the Township of Nakina are 
amalgamated as a town under the name “The Corporation of the 
Municipality of Greenstone”. 


(2) On January |, 1998, the area described in the Schedule is 
annexed to The Corporation of the Municipality of Greenstone. 


MUNICIPAL ELECTION 


3 (1) The 1997 regular municipal election shall be conducted as 
if the restructuring under section 2 had already occurred. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection (1), the clerk of the former 
Town of Geraldton shall be responsible for conducting the election for 
the new municipality under the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


(3) For the purposes of subsection (1), the council of the former 
Town of Geraldton shall be the council for the new municipality for 
the purposes of the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 

WARDS 

4. (1) Ward one shall be composed of the land described in the 
Schedule excluding the Wards of Geraldton, Longlac, Beardmore and 
Nakina, to be known as the Ward of Greenstone Rural. 


(2) Ward two shall be composed of land that composed the 
former Town of Geraldton, to be known as the Ward of Geraldton. 


(3) Ward three shall be composed of land that composed the 
former Town of Longlac, to be known as the Ward of Longlac. 


(4) Ward four shall be composed of land that composed the 
former Township of Beardmore, to be known as the Ward of 
Beardmore. 


(5) Ward five shall be composed of land that composed the 
former Township of Nakina, to be known as the Ward of Nakina. 


COUNCIL 


5..The terms of office of the members of the councils of the 
former municipalities are extended until December 31, 1997. 


6. (1) Effective January |, 1998, the council of the new munici- 
pality shall be composed of nine members consisting of, 


(a) ahead of council, to be known as the mayor, who shall be 
elected by general vote; 


(b) three members who shall be elected by general vote; and 


(c) one member from each of the five wards. 
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(2) The council of the new municipality shall appoint a deputy 
mayor from among those members elected under clauses (b) and (c). 


(3) Each member of council shall have one vote on council. 
ASSETS AND LIABILITIES 


7. On January 1, 1998, all assets and liabilities, rights and obli- 
gations of the former municipalities and their local boards are vested 
in and become assets and liabilities, rights and obligations of the new 
municipality and its local boards. 


8. (1) Employees of the former municipalities or their local 
boards as of December 31, 1997, shall become employees of the new 
municipality or its local boards. 


(2) Employees that held non-bargaining unit positions with a 
former municipality or its local boards and will be employed by the 
new municipality or its local boards, in a non-bargaining unit position, 
will be credited with seniority at a rate of one hundred percent of the 
employee’s length of service. 


(3) Employees that held non-bargaining unit positions with a 
former municipality or its local boards and will be employed by the 
new municipality or its local boards, in a bargaining unit position, will 
be credited with seniority at a rate of one hundred percent of the 
employee’s length of service as if the position held with the former 
municipality or its local boards was a bargaining unit position with the 
new municipality. 


(4) A dispute concerning the application, in determining a right 
or obligation under a collective agreement, under this Order shall be 
resolved as though the dispute were a dispute concerning the interpre- 
tation, application or administration of the collective agreement. 


OFFICIAL PLANS, BY-LAWS AND RESOLUTIONS 


9. (1) On January |, 1998, every by-law and resolution of the 
former municipalities and their local boards shall be continued and 
deemed to be a by-law or resolution of the new municipality and shall 
remain in force in the area of the former municipalities until the date it 
is amended or repealed. 


(2) Any by-law of a former municipality passed under section 34 
of the Planning Act or a predecessor of that section, and any official 
plan of a former municipality or of the Geraldton and Suburban Plan- 
ning Board approved under the Planning Act, or a predecessor of that 
Act, shall be deemed to be a by-law or official plan of the new munic- 
ipality and shall remain in force until amended or repealed. 


(3) If a former municipality has commenced procedures to enact 
a by-law under any Act or adopt an official plan or amendment to it 
under the Planning Act, and that by-law, official plan or amendment 
applies to a former municipality and is not in force on January 1, 1998, 
the council of the new municipality may continue the procedures to 
enact the by-law or adopt the official plan or amendment to the extent 
that it applies to the former municipality. 


(4) Nothing in this section repeals or authorizes the amendment 
or repeal of, 


(a) by-laws that were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or 
the Municipal Act that regulate the use of highways by 
vehicles and pedestrians and that regulate the encroachment 
of projection of buildings or any portion thereof upon or 
over highways; or 


(b) by-laws conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immuni- 
ties or exemptions that could not have been lawfully 
repealed by the councils of the former municipalities. 


TAXES AND CHARGES 


10. (1) All taxes, charges and rates levied under any general or 
special Act and uncollected by the former municipalities or their local 
boards which are due and unpaid on December 31, 1997, shall be 


deemed to be taxes, charges and rates due and payable to the new 
municipality and may be collected by the new municipality or its local 
boards. 


(2) If a former municipality has commenced procedures under 
the Municipal Tax Sales Act and the procedures are not completed by 
January |, 1998, the new municipality may continue the procedures. 


TAX PHASE-IN 


11. (1) The increase in the rates of taxation for municipal 
purposes for the new municipality that would occur solely as a result 
of this Order shall be phased in for the municipal portion of the real 
property tax bill over a two year period, up to a maximum of 50% of 
the increase in the rates of taxation imposed in 1998. 


(2) Where there is a phase-in for the increase in the rates of taxa- 
tion for municipal purposes for the new municipality as referred to in 
subsection (1), such increase shall be financed by an equivalent reduc- 
tion in the decrease in the rates of taxation over the two year period. 


ASSESSMENT 


12. (1) For the purposes of the assessment roll to be prepared for 
the new municipality for the 1998 taxation year, the former municipal- 
ities shall be deemed to be one municipality. 


(2) For the purposes of the assessment roll to be prepared for the 
new municipality for the 1998 taxation year, the areas to be annexed 
as described in the Schedule shall be deemed to be part of the new 
municipality. 


AREA RATING 


13. The new municipality shall provide for a special mill rate 
adjustment upon the rateable property located in the area of the former 
municipalities to pay for any debts, deficits and surpluses, reserves 
and reserve funds created prior to January 1, 1998, by that former 
municipality. 


LOCAL BOARDS 


14. (1) The terms of office of the members of the local boards of 
the former municipalities are extended until December 31, 1997. 


(2) The board of park management for the Township of Beard- 
more is dissolved on January |, 1998, and the council for the new 
municipality shall be deemed to be a board of park management under 
the Public Parks Act. 


LIBRARY BOARD 


15. (1) The library boards of the former Town of Geraldton, the 
Former Town of Longlac, the former Township of Beardmore and the 
former Township of Nakina are dissolved on January |, 1998. 


(2) A library board for the new municipality bearing the name 
“The Municipality of Greenstone Public Library Board” is established 
on January 1, 1998. 


(3) The operation and composition of the library board estab- 
lished in subsection (2) shall be in accordance with the Public 
Libraries Act. 


(4) The assets and liabilities of the library boards dissolved 
under subsection (1) shall be deemed to be assets and liabilities of the 
library board established under subsection (2). 


(5) All by-laws, rules, regulations and fees passed or established 
by the library boards dissolved under subsection (1) shall be continued 
and deemed to be by-laws, rules, regulations and fees of the library 
board established under subsection (2). 


(6) Nothing in this section repeals or authorizes the repeal of by- 
laws or resolutions conferring rights, privileges, franchises, immuni- 
ties or exemptions that could not have been lawfully repealed by a 
library board dissolved under subsection (1). 
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FIRE DEPARTMENTS 


16. The new municipality may have more than one fire depart- 
ment and may have a fire chief for each department. 


LOCAL ROADS BOARDS 


17. (1) The Camp 25 Local Roads Board, the Caramat Local 
Roads Board, the Jellicoe Local Roads Board, the McDiarmid Local 
Roads Board, the Rintas Local Roads Board and the Rolland Lake 
Local Roads Board are dissolved on January 1, 1998. 


(2) The assets and liabilities, rights and obligations of the local 
roads boards dissolved under subsection (1) become assets and liabili- 
ties, rights and obligations of the new municipality. 


LOCAL SERVICES BOARD 


18. (1) The Caramat Local Services Board is dissolved on 
January |, 1998. 


(2) The assets and liabilities, rights and obligations of the local 
services board dissolved under subsection (1) become asseis and 
liabilities, rights and obligations of the new municipality. 


(3) On January |, 1998, all by-laws and resolutions of the local 
services board dissolved under subsection (1) shall be deemed to be 
by-laws or resolutions of the new municipality and shall remain in 
force in the area of the local services board until amended or repealed. 
TRANSITION BOARD 

19. (1) For the purposes of this section, 

“Commissioner” means the person established by the Minister of 
Municipal Affairs and Housing as the Commission to develop a 
proposal for restructuring municipalities pursuant to section 25.3 of 
the Municipal Act in the locality comprised of the former municipali- 
ties of the Town of Geraldton, the Town of Longlac, the Township of 


Beardmore and the Township of Nakina and surrounding unorganized 
areas. 


(2) On August 29, 1997, a transition board is established for the 
new municipality and shall be constituted as a body corporate. 


(3) The board established under subsection (2) ceases to exist on 
January |, 1998. 


(4) The board established under subsection (2) shall be 
composed of the following twelve members, 


(a) the Mayor of the former Town of Geraldton; 


(b) one other member of the council of the former Town of 
Geraldton appointed by the Commissioner; 


(c) the Mayor of the former Town of Longlac, who shall act as 
the chair of the board; 


(d) one other member of the council of the former Town of 
Longlac appointed by the Commissioner; 


(e) the Reeve of the former Township of Beardmore; 


(f) one other member of the council of the former Township of 
Beardmore appointed by the Commissioner; 


(g) the Reeve of the former Township of Nakina; 


(h) one other member of council of the former Township of 
Nakina appointed by the Commissioner; 


(i) the Fire Chief of the Jellicoe Volunteer Fire Department; 


(j) the Chair of the Caramat Local Services Board; 


(k) the Chair of the Citizen’s Committee for Geraldton’s Un- 
incorporated Area; and 


(1) the Manager, or his delegate, of the Northwest Regional 
Operations Office of the Regional Operations Branch of the 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs and Housing who shall not 
be eligible to vote on matters considered by the board. 


(5) As soon as practicable, the board established under subsec- 
tion (2) shall adopt procedural rules and systems of control to govern 
its activities, 


(6) The board established under subsection (2) is subject to the 
provisions governing the conduct of meetings under section 55 of the 
Municipal Act. 


(7) The first meeting of the board shall be held on or before 
September 5, 1997, and shall be called by the chair of the board estab- 
lished under clause 19(4)(c). 


20. (1) The board established under subsection 19(2) may exer- 
cise the powers specified in subsection (4). 


(2) The councils of the former municipalities shall not exercise 
the powers specified in clauses (m) and (n) without the approval of the 
transition board. 


(3) The board established under subsection 19(2) may exercise 
the powers specified in this section that the council of the new munic- 
ipality will have after January 1, 1998. 


(4) The board established under subsection 19(2) may exercise 
the following powers, 


(a) establish and adopt transition plans for 1997, including the 
establishment of the board's budget and the apportionment 
of the board’s costs associated with the exercise of powers 
listed in this section to each of the former municipalities in 
accordance with their share of the 1996 discounted equal- 
ized assessment for the former municipalities. 


(b) second employees and advisors from the former municipal- 
ities and their local boards for the purposes of the board; 


(c) require the production of financial and other data, informa- 
tion and statistics from each of the former municipalities 
and their local boards, and from the local services board and 
each of the local roads boards; 


(d) establish operational and capital budgets, organizational 
structures, administrative and management systems, staff 
positions and job descriptions for the new municipality in 
order to ensure a fully operational municipal organization 
which shall, on January |, 1998, become the new munici- 
pality and its administration; 


(e) prepare a report for the consideration of the council of the 
new municipality regarding the functions, location, size, 
facilities, staff complement and equipment needed for the 
primary and/or satellite municipal office(s) necessary for 
the efficient and effective administration of the new 
municipality; 


(f) prepare a report for the consideration of the council of the 
new municipality regarding the revision of by-laws and 
resolutions which might be in conflict with locally estab- 
lished practices and traditional aboriginal pursuits (e.g. 
hunting, discharge of firearms, trapping); 


(g) establish electronic or manual information systems, records 
and books of accounts for the new municipality and its local 
boards; 


(h) establish a human resources transition protocol which 
provides for uniform policies and mechanisms relating to, 
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(i) the procedures and placement of employees of the 
former municipalities or their local boards in positions 
with the new municipality or its local boards, and 


(ii) the termination of employment for employees of the 
former municipalities and their local boards, including 
monetary entitlements or other benefits for displaced 
employees: 


(i) offer employees of the former municipalities employment 
with the new municipality, as well as negotiate and enter 
into agreements with employees; 


(j) issue lay-off notices or provide for severance or compensa- 
tion in lieu of notice, or both notice and compensation, as 
required, to employees of the former municipalities, 


(k) negotiate with trade unions with respect to collective agree- 
ments and other matters and pursue applications to the 
Ontario Labour Relations Board, as required, on matters 
arising out of those negotiations; 


(1) complete a report on the proposed disposition of assets and 
liabilities of the former municipalities and their local boards 
for the consideration of the council of the new municipality; 


(m) review and approve all financial expenditures of the former 
municipalities in excess of $10,000 that are not included in 
the approved municipal operating or capital budgets for 
1997, including non-cash transactions such as the exchange 
of assets with external parties; and 


(n) review and approve expenditures of the former municipali- 
ties from reserve and reserve funds, financial commitments 
which extend beyond December 31, 1997, and the accelera- 
tion of any project originally scheduled to commence after 
December 31, 1997. 


DISPUTE RESOLUTION 


21. Where a dispute arises with respect to any issue arising out 
of the interpretation of this Order, any one of the parties may, 


(a) refer the matter in dispute to arbitration in accordance with 
the provisions of the Arbitration Act, 1991; or 


(b) defer the matter to the council of the new municipality, 
subsequent to January |, 1998, for resolution. 


LIMITATION ON FUTURE RESTRUCTURING 


22. The municipalities affected by this Order shall not, on or 
before December 31, 2000, make a restructuring proposal under 
section 25.2 of the Municipal Act or request a commission under 
section 25.3 of the Municipal Act or make an application under section 
2 of the Municipal Boundaries Negotiations Act or enter into an agree- 
ment in respect of the resolution of an intermunicipal boundary issue 
or an intermunicipal boundary-related issue.

R.S.O. 1990, c. M.45 


ORDER 


WHEREAS subsection 25.3(1) of the Municipal Act authorizes 
the Minister to establish a commission to develop a restructuring 
proposal to restructure municipalities and unorganized territory; 


AND WHEREAS the Minister established a Commission and 
appointed a Commissioner to develop a restructuring proposal for the 
Temagami/West Nipissing areas and the Commission has finalized the 
restructuring proposal; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.3(13) of the Munic- 
ipal Act, the Commission orders as follows: 


WEST NIPISSING 
1. Definitions - In this Order, 


“former municipalities” means the Corporation of the Town of 
Sturgeon Falls, the Corporation of the Town of Cache Bay, the Corpo- 
ration of the Township of Springer, the Corporation of the Township 
of Caldwell and the Corporation of the Township of Field as they 
existed prior to January |, 1999; 


“local roads boards” means the Badgerow #1 Local Roads Board, the 
Badgerow #2 Local Roads Board, the Crerar, Gibbons and Bastedo 
Local Roads Board, the Falconer, Loudon and Haddo Local Roads 
Board, the Grant and Fell Local Roads Board, the Hugel and South- 
west Badgerow Local Roads Board, the Kirkpatrick Local Roads 
Board and the MacPherson Local Roads Board; 


“local services board” means the Monetville Local Services Board; 


“new Town” means the Corporation of the Municipality of West 
Nipissing created as a result of the amalgamation and annexation 
under section 2; and 


“West Nipissing annexed area” means the geographic townships of 
Bertram, Latchford, Falconer, Loudon, MacPherson, Beaucage, 
Pedley, Kirkpatrik, Grant, Badgerow, Hugel, Fell, Bastedo, Gibbons, 
Crerar, McWilliams, Dana, and a portion of the geographic township 
of Janes, all as described in Schedule A. 


2. Amalgamation and Annexation - (1) On January |, 1999, 
the Corporation of the Town of Cache Bay, the Corporation of the 
Town of Sturgeon Falls, the Corporation of the Township of Caldwell, 
the Corporation of the Township of Field and the Corporation of the 
Township of Springer are amalgamated as a town, in English and a 
ville in French, under the name of “The Corporation of the Munici- 
pality of West Nipissing” in English, and “La Corporation de la 
Municipalité de Nipissing Ouest” in French. 


(2) On January 1, 1999, the geographic townships of Bertram, 
Latchford, Falconer, Loudon, MacPherson, Beaucage, Pedley, 
Kirkpatrik, Grant, Badgerow, Hugel, Fell, Bastedo, Gibbons, Crerar, 
McWilliams, Dana, and the portion of the geographic township of 
Janes described in Schedule A, are annexed to the Corporation of the 
Municipality of West Nipissing. 


3. Representation - (1) Interim Council - An interim council 
for the new Town shall take office on January 1, 1999. 


(2) Composition of Interim Council - The interim council of 
the new Town shall be composed of nine (9) members, the Mayor, as 
head of council, and eight (8) members of council. 


(3) Election - The Mayor shall be elected at large, and the eight 
members of council shall be elected by ward, with one member 
elected per ward. 


(4) Number of Votes on Council - Each member of council 
shall have one vote. 


(5) Term of Interim Council - The term of office of the interim 
council shall be from January |, 1999 until November 30, 2000. 


(6) Term of Existing Councils - The term of office of the coun- 
cils of the former municipalities elected in the 1997 regular municipal 
elections, and their local boards, including the hydro-electric commis- 
sions, shall be from December |, 1997 until December 31, 1998. 


4. Representation - December 1, 2000 - On and after 
December |, 2000, and for the purposes of the year 2000 regular 
municipal elections, the composition, election, and the number of 
votes of members, of the council of the new Town shall continue to be 
as provided for in subsections 3(2), (3) and (4) above. 
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5. Interim Council Election - (1) Election - There shall be a 
special election in 1998 under section 65 of the Municipal Elections 
Act, 1996 to elect the members of the interim council provided for in 
section 3 above and to elect the members of the interim hydro-electric 
commission provided for in section 9 below. 


(2) Nomination Date - For the purposes of section 65(4) of the 
Municipal Elections Act, 1996, nomination day shall be fixed by the 
clerk of the Town of Sturgeon Falls to be a day prior to November 15, 
1998. 


(3) Conduct of Election - The 1998 special election of the 
interim council and the interim hydro-electric commission in the 
former municipalities and the West Nipissing annexed area shall be 
conducted as if the restructuring provided for in section 2 above had 
already occurred. 


(4) Clerk for Election - For the purposes of subsection (1), the 
clerk of the Town of Sturgeon Falls shall be responsible for 
conducting the election pursuant to the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


(5) Council for Election - For the purposes of subsection (1), 
the council of the Town of Sturgeon Falls shall be deemed to be the 
council of the new Town for the purposes of holding the 1998 special 
election pursuant to the Municipal Elections Act, 1996. 


6. Wards - On January |, 1999, the new Town shall be divided 
into eight wards as described in Schedule B. 


7. Library Boards - (1) On January 1, 1999, the Town of 
Sturgeon Falls Public Library Board, the Town of Cache Bay Public 
Library Board, the Township of Caldwell Public Library Board and 
the Township of Field Public Library Board are amalgamated as a 
library board under the name “The Municipality of West Nipissing 
Public Library Board,” in English, and “Conseil de la bibliothéque 
publique de la Municipalité de Nipissing Ouest,” in French. 


(2) All assets, liabilities, rights and obligations of the former 
library boards shall become the assets, liabilities, rights and obliga- 
tions of the new library board. 


(3) The operation and composition of the library board estab- 
lished in subsection (1) shall be in accordance with the Public 
Libraries Act. 


8. Police Services Board - (1) On January |, 1999, the Town of 
Sturgeon Falls Police Services Board is dissolved. 


(2) On January |, 1999, a new police services board for the new 
Town, to be known as “The Municipality of West Nipissing Police 
Services Board”, in English, and as the “Commission des services 
policiers de la Municipalité de Nipissing Ouest” in French, is 
established. 


(3) The police services board of the new Town shall continue to 
provide police services to the ratepayers of the geographic area of the 
former Town of Sturgeon Falls. 


(4) The operation and composition of the new police services 
board shall be in accordance with the Police Services Act. 


9. Hydro-Electric Commission - (1) On January |, 1999, the 
hydro-electric commissions for the Town of Cache Bay and the Town 
of Sturgeon Falls are dissolved. 


(2) On January |, 1999, a hydro-electric commission for the new 
Town to be known as “The Hydro-electric Commission of the Munici- 
pality of West Nipissing”, in English, and as “La Commission hydro- 
électrique de la Municipalité de Nipissing Ouest” in French, is 
established. 


(3) The commission established under subsection (2) shall be 
deemed to be a commission established under Part III of the Public 
Utilities Act and a municipal commission within the meaning of the 
Power Corporation Act. 
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(4) The commission established under subsection (2) shall 
provide hydro-electric services to the area comprised of the combined 
service areas of the commissions dissolved under subsection (1). 


(5) The commission shall consist of three members, being the 
head of council, by virtue of office, and two other members, one to be 
elected by the qualified electors under the Municipal Elections Act, 
1996 in the geographic area formerly served by the Sturgeon Falls 
Hydro-Electric Commission and the other to be elected by the quali- 
fied electors under the Municipal Elections Act, 1996 in the 
geographic area formerly served by Cache Bay Hydro-Electric 
Commission. 


(6) An interim hydro-electric commission for the new Town 
shall take office on January |, 1999. 


(7) The composition of the interim hydro-electric commission 
shall be as provided for in subsection (5) above. The members of the 
commission shall be elected pursuant to the special election provided 
for in section 5 above. 


(8) The term of office of the interim hydro-electric commission 
shall be from January 1, 1999 until November 30, 2000. 


(9) The by-laws and resolutions of the former commissions shall 
become the by-laws and resolutions of the new commission until 
amended or repealed. 


(10) Subject to the Public Utilities Act, the assets and liabilities 
of the former commissions become the assets and liabilities of the new 
Town under the control and management of the commission. 


10. Local Roads Boards - (1) On January |, 1999, the 
Badgerow #1 Local Roads Board, the Badgerow #2 Local Roads 
Board, the Crerar, Gibbons and Bastedo Local Roads Board, the Grant 
and Fell Local Roads Board, the Hugel and Southwest Badgerow 
Local Roads Board, the Kirkpatrick Local Roads Board and the 
MacPherson Local Roads Board are dissolved. 


(2) On January 1, 1999, the assets, liabilities, rights and obliga- 
tions of the former local roads boards set out in subsection (1) shall 
become the assets, liabilities, rights and obligations of the new Town. 


(3) On January |, 1999, the Falconer, Loudon and Haddo Local 
Roads Board, as it applies to the West Nipissing annexed area, is 
dissolved. 


(4) On January 1, 1999, the assets, liabilities, rights and obliga- 
tions of the Falconer, Loudon and Haddo Local Roads Board which 
relate to the part of the local roads board area within the West 
Nipissing annexed area shall become the assets, liabilities, rights and 
obligations of the new Town. 


11. Local Services Boards - (1) On January 1, 1999, the 
Monetville Local Services Board, as it applies to the West Nipissing 
annexed area, is dissolved. 


(2) On January |, 1999, the assets, liabilities, rights and obliga- 
tions of the Monetville Local Services Board related to the part of the 
Board area within the West Nipissing annexed area shall become the 
assets, liabilities, rights and obligations of the new Town. 


(3) On January |, 1999, the by-laws and resolutions of the 
Monetville Local Services Board, as they apply to the part of the 
Board area within the West Nipissing annexed area, shall become the 
by-laws and resolutions of the new Town. 


12. Taxes - All taxes, charges or rates, levied by the former 
municipalities under any general or special Act that are due and 
unpaid on December 31, 1998, shall be deemed to be taxes, charges or 
rates due and payable to the new Town and may be collected by the 
new Town. 


13. Tax Sales - If a former municipality has commenced proce- 
dures under the Municipal Tax Sales Act and the procedures are not 
completed by January 1, 1999, the new Town may continue the 
procedures. 
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14. Long-Term Debt - The new Town shall provide for a special 
mill rate adjustment upon the rateable property located in the area of a 
former municipality to pay for any debts created by the former munic- 
ipality prior to January 1, 1999 that are currently recoverable through 
the general mill rate. 


15. Reserves and Reserve Funds - (1) The working funds of 
the former municipalities shall become the working funds of the new 
Town. 


(2) The surpluses and deficits of the former municipalities shall 
become the surpluses and deficits of the new Town. 


(3) All reserves and reserve funds of the former municipalities 
not dedicated for special purposes, other than working funds, shall be 
area rated back through a special reduction in the mill rate to the rate- 
payers of the former municipality in which the reserve was created. 


(4) For the purposes of subsection (3), the reserves and reserve 
funds shall be area rated back over a period of three years in equal 
amounts each year. 


(5) All reserves and reserve funds of the former municipalities 
dedicated for special purposes shall become the special reserves and 
reserve funds of the new Town, and shall be used only for the benefit 
of the ratepayers of the area of the former municipality to which they 
relate, and the purposes dedicated. 


16. Area Rating - The new Town shall provide for a special mill 
rate adjustment to apply to the ratepayers of each former municipality 
and the West Nipissing annexed area for the purposes of police 
services and park services provided in the area of a former munici- 
pality or the West Nipissing annexed area on or after January |, 1999. 


17. Assets and Liabilities - All assets, liabilities, rights and 
obligations, including employees, of the former municipalities and 
their local boards shall become the assets, liabilities, rights and obliga- 
tions, including employees, of the new Town and its local boards. 


18. Municipal By-laws - (1) On January |, 1999, the by-laws 
and resolutions of a former municipality and its local boards, and the 
by-laws of the West Nipissing Planning Board, as they apply to the 
former municipalities and the West Nipissing annexed area, shall 
become the by-laws and resolutions of the new Town and its local 
boards, and shall remain in force in the area of the former munici- 
pality, or the annexed area, until they are repealed or amended, or until 
January |, 2003, whichever occurs first. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), the following by-laws of the former 
municipalities and planning board shall remain in force until amended 
or repealed: 


(a) By-laws passed under section 34 of the Planning Act or a 
predecessor of that section; 


(b) By-laws passed under sections 45, 58 and 61 of the 
Drainage Act or a predecessor of those sections or under 
the Tile Drainage Act or a predecessor of that Act; and 


(c) By-laws that were passed under the Highway Traffic Act or 
the Municipal Act that regulate the use of highways by 
vehicles and pedestrians and that regulate the encroach- 
ment or projection of buildings or any portion thereof 
upon or over highways. 


(3) Nothing in this section repeals or authorizes the amendment 
or repeal of by-laws or resolutions of the former municipalities that 
could not have been lawfully amended or repealed by the former 
municipalities and such by-laws and resolutions shall remain in force 
as by-laws and resolutions of the new Town. 


(4) An official plan of a former municipality, or of the West 
Nipissing Planning Board, as it applies to the former municipalities 
and the annexed area, approved under the Planning Act, or a prede- 
cessor of that Act, becomes an official plan of the new Town and shall 
remain in force until amended or repealed. 
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(5) If a former municipality has commenced procedures to enact 
a by-law under any Act, including a by-law to adopt an official plan or 
official plan amendment, the council of the new Town may continue 
the procedures to enact the by-law. 


19. Assessment Roll - For the purposes of the assessment roll 
to be prepared for the new Town for the 1999 taxation year, the former 
municipalities and the West Nipissing annexed area shall be deemed to 
be 6ne municipality. 


20. Transition Board - (1) Establishment - On January |, 
1998, a transition board is established and shall be constituted as a 
body corporate. 


(2) Cease to Exist - The transition board ceases to exist on 
December 31, 1998. 


(3) Composition of Board - The transition board shall be 
composed of nine members: 


(a) two members from the council of the Town of Sturgeon 
Falls; 


(b) one member from the council of each of the other four 
municipalities, being the Town of Cache Bay, and the 
Townships of Springer, Caldwell and Field; 


(c) two representatives from the West Nipissing annexed area; 
and 


(d) one member from the West Nipissing Planning Board. 


(4) Selection of Members - The members of the transition 
board drawn from the councils of the municipalities and the planning 
board shall be selected by the members of those bodies from among 
their membership. The representatives of the West Nipissing annexed 
area shall be selected by majority vote of the qualified electors of the 
annexed area at a meeting to be called by a qualified elector who is 
appointed for that purpose by at least nine other persons who are qual- 
ified electors. The person appointed shall give at least 14 days notice 
of the meeting by publication in a newspaper that is of general circula- 
tion throughout the West Nipissing annexed area. At the first meeting 
of the board, the members of the transition board shall elect a chair, by 
majority vote, from among the representatives on the board. 


(5) Procedural Rules - The transition board shall, within thirty 
days of the date of its establishment, adopt procedural rules and 
systems of controls to govern its activities. 


(6) Powers - The transition board may exercise those powers of 
the former municipalities, and those powers of the new municipality, 
which are specified in subsection (7). 


(7) Specified Powers - The transition board may: 


a) adopt a transition workplan for 1998, including prelimi- 
nary budgets to establish a fully operational municipal 
organization which shall, on January |, 1999, become the 
new municipal organization; 


b) establish organizational structures, administrative and 
management systems, positions, preliminary job defini- 
tions, job descriptions, policies, by-laws, budgets and 
other documents for the new Town, 


c) identify, select, hire and appoint employees to the new 
Town; 


d) give notices of layoff, or provide for severance or compen- 
sation in lieu of notice, or both notice and compensation, 
as required; 


e) establish uniform policies relating to offers of employment 
and termination of employment; 


f) negotiate and enter into agreements with employees and 
groups of employees of the municipalities and the new 
Town; 
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g) determine the appropriate organizational structure and 
service delivery model to be employed by the new Town, 
and in particular, examine the future delivery of police 
services and road services by the new Town; 


h) establish and implement ongoing communication plans for 
employees and the public; 


i) conduct studies, research and consultations regarding 
municipal functions, organizations, staffing, standards and 
performance; 


j) draw upon the support and services of the staff and council 
members of the existing municipalities, wherever possible 
and reasonable, to enable it to achieve its functions and to 
staff working committees; 


k) retain employees, officers and advisors of the transition 
board and incur expenses on behalf of the transition board; 


1) require the production of financial and other data, infor- 
mation and statistics from each of the municipalities and 
their local boards; and 


m) apportion to each former municipality its share of the tran- 
sition board’s costs, in accordance with subsection (8) 
below. 


(8) Costs of Transition Board - The costs of the transition 
board associated with the exercise of its powers under this proposal 
shall be paid by the former municipalities on a basis proportionate to 
the percentage each former municipality's assessment is of the 
combined taxable assessment of the former municipalities, as deliv- 
ered for the 1997 taxation year. 


21. Employees - (1) The new Town and the transition board 
shall provide an appropriate selection process for available positions 
with the new Town and shall ensure, where possible, that there will be 
no external hiring until all existing employees have had an opportunity 
for placement. 


(2) Employees that held non-bargaining unit positions with a 
former municipality or its local boards and will be employed by the 
new Town or its local boards in a non-bargaining unit position, will be 
credited with seniority at a rate of one hundred percent of the 
employee’s length of service. 


(3) Employees that held non-bargaining unit positions with a 
former municipality or its local boards and will be employed by the 
new Town or its local boards in a bargaining unit position, will be 
credited with seniority at a rate of one hundred percent of the 
employee’s length of service, as if the position held with the former 
municipality or its local boards was a bargaining unit position with the 
new Town. 


22. Arbitration - (1) Where a dispute arises with respect to the 
interpretation of this Order, any of the former municipalities may refer 
the dispute for resolution through mediation. 


(2) If the dispute is not resolved through mediation, then the 
dispute may either be referred: 


(a) to arbitration, to be conducted in accordance with the 
Arbitrations Act, 1991, otherwise than as provided herein; 
or 


(b) if all of the former municipalities agree, to the new Town 
for resolution. 


(3) The costs associated with mediation or arbitration proceed- 
ings under this section shall be shared equally among the former 
municipalities. 


(4) Where a dispute is referred to arbitration, the decision of the 
arbitrator shall be final. 


23. Boundary Description - The boundaries of the new Town 
shall be as set out in Schedule C. 


24. Limitations on Future Restructuring - (1) The municipali- 
ties affected by this Order shall not, prior to January |, 1999, make a 
restructuring proposal, or request a commission, under sections 25.2 
or 25.3 of the Municipal Act, or make an application or enter into an 
agreement which could be implemented in accordance with the 
Municipal Boundary Negotiations Act. 


(2) The municipalities affected by this Order shall not further do 
any of the things set out in subsection (1) before December 31, 2000 if 
it would provide for the annexation, or any other restructuring, of the 
geographic Townships of Pardo, Hobbs and McCallum. 


(3) Subsection (2) does not apply if the proposed restructuring 
has both the prescribed support and the support of both the new 
Municipality of West Nipissing and the new Municipality of 
Temagami.

ORDER OF THE COMMISSION MADE UNDER THE 
MUNICIPAL ACT 
R.S.O. 1990, c. M.45 


ORDER 


WHEREAS subsection 25.3(1) of the Municipal Act authorizes 
the Minister to establish a commission to develop a restructuring 
proposal to restructure municipalities and annex unorganized territory; 


AND WHEREAS the Minister established a Commission and 
appointed a Commissioner to develop a restructuring proposal for the 
Temagami/West Nipissing areas and the Commission has finalized the 
restructuring proposal; 


NOW THEREFORE, under subsection 25.3(13) of the Munic- 
ipal Act, the Commission orders as follows: 


TEMAGAMI 
1. Definitions - In this Order, 


“former Township” means the Corporation of the Township of 
Temagami as it existed prior to January |, 1998; 


“new Town” means the Corporation of the Municipality of Temagami 
created as a result of the reorganization and annexation under section 
2; and 


“Temagami annexed area” means the geographic townships of Best, 
Chambers, Cassels, Briggs, Yates, Phyllis, Joan, Canton, Aston, 
Banting, LeRoche, Cynthia, Belfast, Riddell, Law, Askin, Vogt, 
Torrington, Olive, Milne, Sisk and portions of the geographic town- 
ships of Scholes and Clement, all as described in Schedule A. 


2. Annexation - (1) On January |, 1998, the geographic town- 
ships of Best, Chambers, Cassels, Briggs, Yates, Phyllis, Joan, Canton, 
Aston, Banting, LeRoche, Cynthia, Belfast, Riddell, Law, Askin, Vogt, 
Torrington, Olive, Milne, Sisk and portions of the geographic town- 
ships of Scholes and Clement, all as described in Schedule A, are 
annexed to The Corporation of the Township of Temagami. 


(2) On January |, 1998, the status of the Township of Temagami 
shall be changed from a township to a town to be named “The Corpo- 
ration of the Municipality of Temagami”. 


(3) The terms of office of the members of the council of the 


former Township, its committees and local boards are extended until 


December 31, 1997. 


3. Municipal Election - The 1997 regular municipal elections in 
the former Township and the Temagami annexed area shall be 
conducted as if the restructuring provided for in section 2 above had 
already occurred. 


4. Representation - (1) Composition of Council - The council 
of the new Town shall be composed of seven (7) members, the Mayor, 
as head of council, and six (6) members of council. 


(2) Election - All members of council shall be elected at large. 
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(3) Number of Votes on Council - Each member of council 
shall have one vote. 


5. Library Board - On January |, 1998, the Township of 
Temagami Public Library Board shall become the library board of the 
new Town, to be known as “The Municipality of Temagami Public 
Library Board”.

Local Roads Board is dissolved.

(2) The official plans of the former Township and the Temagami 
Area Planning Board approved under the Planning Act, or a prede- 
cessor of that Act, shall become official plans of the new Town and 
shall remain in force until amended or repealed. 


(3) If the former Township has commenced procedures to enact 
a by-law under any Act, including a by-law to adopt an official plan or 
official plan amendment, the council of the new Town may continue 
the procedures to enact the by-law. 


(4) On or before January |, 2003, the new Town shall review its 
official plan and zoning by-laws for the purpose of updating its official 
plan and zoning by-laws by that date. 


12. Assessment Roll - For the purposes of the assessment roll to 
be prepared for the new Town for the 1998 taxation year, the 
Temagami annexed area shall be deemed to be a part of the new Town 
and the assessment roll for the Temagami annexed area shall be 
prepared on the same basis that the assessment roll for the new Town 
is prepared. 


13. Transition Committee - (1) Establishment - On or before 
September 30, 1997, a transition committee shall be established. 


(2) Cease to Exist - The transition committee ceases to exist 
once it has presented its recommendations to the council of the new 
Town, no later than January 15, 1998. 


(3) Composition of Committee - The transition committee shall 
be composed of nine members as follows: 


(a) two members from the council of the Township of 
Temagami; 


(b) two representatives from the Temagami Lakes Association; 


(c) two representatives from the Lake Temagami Permanent 
Residents’ Association; 


(d) two representatives from the Temagami annexed area; and 


(e) aninth member, to be selected by the eight members of the 
board provided for in subsections 3(a) to (d) above, who 
shall serve as the Chair of the Committee with voting 
privileges. 


(4) Selection of Members - The representatives of the 
Temagami annexed area shall be selected by majority vote of the qual- 
ified electors of the annexed area at a meeting to be called by a quali- 
fied elector who is appointed for that purpose by at least nine other 
persons who are qualified electors.
